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EPRESENTATIVE Ralph W. 

Gwinn of New York State recently 
issued the following solemn reminder 
during the course of a speech reported 
in the Congressional Record: 


“As we look back, it becomes crystal 
clear that the real genius of our form 
of government was the limitation on 
what government could do. It is not 
representative government, or the 
checks and balances so much talked 
about. It was not popular voting. 


“Jefferson pointed it out so well 
when he said, ‘Don’t talk to me about 
the integrity of public officials. I say: 
chain the politicians to the limitations 
of the Constitution itself.’ 


“So the authors of the American 


Constitution chained the federal poli- 
ticians to make sure the individual 











might be free.” 


Today the chains which Jefferson 
visualized and advocated are. being 
strained, broken and removed. Power 
to regulate the personal lives of citizens 
is becoming more and more concen- 
trated in a centralized bureaucratic 
system at Washington. Some of the 
Country’s clearest thinkers believe the 
time has come to call a halt and reverse 
the trend ... if the Republic is to sur- 
vive. 


Five Amendments to the Constitution 
were introduced in the last session of 
Congress, designed to correct abuses 
and return government management to 
the sound principles laid down by the 
founding fathers. These proposals have 
been reintroduced in the present ses- 
sion, the same in every basic respect, 
but with the name Gwinn replacing 
Reed in certain instagces (due to the 
death of the latter.) 


The objectives of these Amendments 





are simple, honest and legal. When act- 
ed upon affirmatively by three-fourths 
of the 48 State Legislatures, they will 
be added to the Constitution: 


(1) Balance the Federal Budget. The 
Byrd-Bridges-Curtis-Gwinn Amend- 
ment. 

(2) Lower the high rates of Income 
Tax. The Dirksen-Gwinn Amend- 
ment. 

(3) Reform the Electoral College so 
that election results can be deter- 
mined along genuinely American 
lines. The Mundt-Coudert Amend- 


ment. 

(4) Allow States to initiate Constitu- 
tional Amendments. The Gwinn 
Amendment. 


(5) Prevent the overriding of the Con- 
stitution and our domestic law by 
abuse of treaty making power. The 
Bricker Amendment. 


It will be noted that Mr. Gwinn’s 
name appears in connection with three 
of the Five Amendments. He is interest- 
ed in (1) putting the federal govern- 
ment on a solvent and_ businesslike 
basis (2) revising the federal income 
tax law which, under the present sys- 
tem, permits government agencies to 
keep their hands in the pockets of the 
private citizen and (3) strengthen the 
48 State governments according to the 
over-all doctrine of States’ Rights 
created by the founding fathers and re- 
jected by leftist groups who prefer So- 
cialism to Americanism. 


The first of the series, sponsored in 
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the Senate by the Senators named, was 
introduced into the House by Mr. 
Gwinn on January 31, 1957. It opens 
with these words, “Proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States relative to the balancing 
of the budget” and bears the number 
H. J. Resolution 214. 


_ Lenin, Stalin and other Communist 
leaders have prophesied the eventual 
destruction of the American system of 
government as a result of economic 
collapse. Obviously the present disre- 
gard for sound fiscal policies cannot 
continue indefinitely. No business can 
year after year spend more than it 
takes in, and borrow itself rich, with- 
out eventually hitting the rocks. Pay 
day must come some day! 


There is a grave question whether 
our form of government could survive 
an economic collapse. 


The first Amendment listed above 
would require a balanced budget every 
year. There are ways by which this can 
be accomplished if officials are requir- 
ed to put their heads and hearts and 
hands to the task. Mr. Gwinn and oth- 
ers at Washington have given the mat- 
ter a great deal of thought. 











During the last war, the federal bud- 
get was 46 billion dollars. Now it is 
71 billion. The interest alone of the 
federal debt is seven and a half billion 
dollars a year ... which breaks down 
to $20,547,942 a day. 


And the American taxpayer, strug- 
gling under the heaviest tax burden in 
the world’s history, must face the fact 
that this money is not being well spent. 
Astronomical sums are being thrown 
down the drain. 


Apologists engaged in throwing oth- 
er people’s money around are heard 
to say that “Government spending 
comes back.” When the citizen turns 
his earnings over to the bureaucrats, it 
is supposed in some nebulous way to 
come back. The truth is that $6.09 of 
every $100.00 in taxes sent to Wash- 
ington, actually return to the citizen 
residing in one of the 48 States. 


One exasperated observer on the na- 
tional scene asks: “How much longer 
will you allow your federal government 
to run you, instead of you running it? 
How much longer will you allow them 
to operate your government at an ever: 
increasing loss, contrary to all common 
sense? Bureaucracy and Socialism are 
plain foolishness and must be stopped.” 


The Five Amendments herein dis- 
cussed represent a move in the right 
direction. Many people are writing the 
Governors of their respective States to 
,encourage the proposals in State Legis 
latures.

ANY bereaved persons are these 

days writing us, lamenting the fact 
that they did not learn of the Hoxsey

I have time for reflecting, for philo- 
sophizing. for placing my affairs in 
order.” 


His decision to reject surgery and 
radiation, probably resulted from ma- 
ture knowledge regarding their futility. 
If these methods offer a “cure,” as 
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stated in anti-Hoxsey propaganda cir- 
culated by the Food. & Drug Adminis- 
tration, then the question arises why 
doctors do not treat themselves accord- 
ingly. Dr. Fortin is not the only dis- 
senter. 


Persons attending the Hoxsey trial 
at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania late last 
year, will recall how Harry K. Hill, 
M.D. testified that upon discovering he 
had cancer, nothing could persuade 
him to cut or burn the sore, knowing 
this would cause the disease to spread.

The Defender Hour is indebted to 
Mr. Andrew Andreoli, 4412 Thirty- 
fifth Street, San Diego, California for 
an enlightening report on X-ray burns 
as a contributing cause to the rapid in- 
crease of Leukemia. The subject is cov- 
ered by a letter from which I shall 
quote, addressed to Dr. Walter C. Al- 
varez, whose syndicated medical articles 
appear in many newspapers. Much that 
Dr. Alvarez writes, including his vitri- 
olic attacks on Dr. Hoxsey must he 
written off as propaganda. Mr. Andre- 
oli says: 


“Dr. Alvarez: I have read an article 
in the San Diego paper in which Dr. 
William Dameschek, of the Tufts 
School of Medicine stated that there is 
a suspicion X-ray causes Leukemia. 


“I want to congratulate the doctor 
for really being brilliant. He is now al- 
most as smart as a man named Hoxsey 
who doesn’t have a suspicion, but he 
knows that X-ray causes cancer and 
has been telling it for twenty-five years.

“Now I refer you to the Illinois Med- 
ical Journal of September 1955. page 
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196, treatise headed, “Thyroid Cancer 
in Childhood.’ To quote in part: ‘Evi- 
dence is increasing that a relationship 
exists between cancer in children and 
X-ray therapy for thymic enlargement 
in infancy. This observation was made 
originally by Duffy and Fitzgerald. In 
10 per cent of their studies of 28 chil- 
dren with carcinoma of the thyroid, 
there was a history of prior irradia- 
tion of the thymus gland.’ 


“Dr. Dameschek says in the article 
referred to above: “This is a horrible 
thing to say, but it needs to be said. 
There is a suspicion that indiscrimin- 
ate use of X-rays has some connection 
with this increase in the Leukemia rate. 
It is known that doctors and technical 
people who work with X-rays have 
Leukemia at up to ten times the normal 
rate of the general population.’ 


“I could write more but will let this 
suffice. We, and many thousands of 
others know and recoil when seeing the 
degeneration and _ terrible suffering 
caused cancer patients undergoing the 
‘approved’ methods of treatment. 


“Now don’t write and tell me Hoxsey 
doesn’t cure cancer, because I will chal- 
lenge you to give his clinic an unbiased 
investigation and that wouldn't do, 
would it? Very truly yours.” And the 
letter is signed Andrew Andreoli, 4412 
Thirty-fifth Street, San Diego, Califor- 


nia. 
A MODERN MOLECH 


In ancient times, nations in what is 
now known as the Middle East worship- 
ped the fire god, Molech. There are 
numerous references to this deity in 


the Bible. 


Smith’s Bible Dictionary says con- 
cerning Molech: “According to Jewish 





tradition, the image of Molech was of 
brass, hollow within, and was situated 
outside of Jerusalem. His face was that 
of a calf, and his hands stretched forth 
like a man who opens his hands to re- 
ceive something of his neighbor. And 
they kindled it with fire, and the priests 
took the babe and put it into the hands 
of Molech, and the babe gave up the 
ghost. Many instances of human sacri- 
fices are found in ancient writings, 
which may be compared with the de- 
scription in the Old Testament of the 
manner in which Molech was worship- 
ped.” 

Excavations in Palestine have reveal- 
ed piles of ashes and vestiges of human 
skeletons in cemeteries to the altars of 
Molech. Solomon was responsible for 
some of these pagan centers. 


Old Testament prophets condemned 
Molech and demanded his destruction. 
A typical statement of denunciation is 
found in Leviticus 18:21, “And thou 
shalt not let any of thy seed pass 
through the fire to Molech, neither 
shalt thou profane the name of thy 
God.” 

We look back with horror upon this 
form of human sacrifice and the burn- 
ing of helpless victims. The idol of 
Molech looms in our thinking as a 
frightful figure. But the carnage 
wrought back there does not begin to 
compare with the wanton and utterly 
useless sacrifice of human life, in the 
fires of radiation, through which can- 
cer victims are today being drawn. 


The experience of Mrs. Lawrence 
Keegan, which I shall now relate, is 
typical. Millions like her have been 
burned in the fires of our modern me- 
dical Molech. We groan, “How long, 
O Lord, how long!” 


The date is February 2, 1947. The

eczema? 
(Answer) More like a little sore. 


When was that? 
About seven years ago. 


What did you do? 
1 went back to the skin specialist who 
had given me X-ray. 


Did this sore break out where he had 
treated you before with X-ray? 
Yes. 


At this point Dr. Hoxsey interrupted 
the interrogation to make a statement, 
addressing his remarks to Senator 
Thomas: “What I am trying to do, Sen- 
ator, is show that X-ray and radium 
burns cause cancers, instead of curing 
them.” 


Returning to the witness, further tes- 
timony showed that what started with 
a small pimple, spread over a_ large 
part of her face as the X-ray treatments 
continued to be used. Instead of curing 
the cancer, X-ray caused it to spread. 
Then her doctor suggested that she use 
plastic surgery. Nine operations were 
performed. 


When Mrs. Keegan appeared on the 
witness stand that day, her face was 
heavily bandaged. The time came dur- 
ing the testimony when Dr. Hoxsey 
said: “Now, Mrs. Keegan, I want you 
to take the dressing off and show the 
Senator what has happened to you.” 


Senator Thomas, 
“Senator, if you 
will look here. please. They take these 
people with a little place on their face, 
burn them with X-ray and the victim 
winds up in this condition. The nose, 
part of the mouth, the roof of the 
mouth all burned up and gone. If X-ray 
is a cure for cancer, why “didn’t it cure 
this girl? The cancer starts as big as 
the head of a match and before they 
get through, the whole. roof of her 
mouth and her teeth are burned out.” 


Then turning to 
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Senator Thomas and everyone pres- 
ent were deeply moved by what they 
were seeing and hearing. Dr. Hoxsey 
continued: 


“What I am showing by this case is 
that if we can get these cancer cases 
before they are burned with X-ray and 
radium, the people will have their faces 
and they will have some of their money 
left and not be disfigured.

ig IS THE purpose of this study to 
bring to bear some new considera- 
tions on the birth of the Church, the 
Pentecostal tongues of fire and the Bap- 
tism of the three thousand converts. 


In seeking to locate the actual scene 
of the event, we note that a united 
meeting of all Christians in Jerusalem 
was in progress at the time, for they 
were “all with one accord in one place” 
and from Acts 1:15 we learn that the 
Christian community numbered about 
one hundred and twenty. 


Reference is made to “the house 
where they were sitting.” This express- 
sion is generally assumed to be the 
house with the upper chamber where 
the Last Supper had been held. “House 
where they were sitting” does not, how- 
ever, necessarily imply a dwelling 
place. 


From the stated facts as to what hap- 
pened one must look for a place where, 
not only the whole band of one hun- 
dred and twenty Christians were as- 
sembled unitedly, but a vast concourse 
of people. That the great crowd was 


near enough to the assembled Chris- 
tians to hear the sound as of a mighty 
rushing wind, is clearly indicated by 
an exact rendering of the Greek ac- 
count in Acts 2:6. 


The Authorized Version translates 
this verse, “Now when this was noised 
abroad,” which implies a lapse of time 
for the news to spread. The Revised 
Version and other versions render it 
“when the sound was heard,” imply- 
ing that the great crowd was already 
close by, and no lapse of time before 
they gathered round the disciples. 


We next note that the concourse of 
people included many foreigners who 
had contacted each other. These groups 
ran to where the Christians were as- 
sembled and found to their surprise 
that. under the power of the Holy Spir- 
it, they could address them in their 
own language. 

How came this great concourse to be 
assembled, including groups of foreign- 
ers? How came the Christians to be 
holding a sectional meeting at the same 
time in close proximity? Where were 
they actually meeting? 





There is one obvious answer. It was 
the Feast of Pentecost, and these 
crowds assembled in the courtyards 
and precincts of the Temple to join in 
the ceremonials. It was early in the 
morning. Peter gives the exact time 
when the event occurred, i.e., the third 
hour of the day, or 9 o’clock, when 
the festivities were beginning. 


The three thousand who accepted 
Baptism were only a part of the vast as- 
semblage. The people were holding pre- 
liminary discussions, little group meet- 
ings, before the actual ceremonies be- 
gan. 


SOLOMON’S PORCH 


The Christians were also meeting 
there daily as was their wont, accord- 
ing to Luke 24:53. Their meeting place 
was the Temple. From Acts 3:11 it 
would appear that they used the great 
cloister known as Solomon’s Porch, 
which bounded the whole south side of 
the Temple plateau, and we know also 
had stone seats. 


The one hundred and twenty Chris- 
tians could hardly have been meeting 
anywhere else on the Day of Pentecost 
than in the Temple, at the very time 
when the ceremonies were in progress 


It is clear the gift of the Holy Spirit 
was not confined to the eleven. They 
were not alone marked out for the ton- 
gues of fire. “All with one accord” in- 
dicates the whole body of one hundred 
and twenty Christians were there gath- 
ered and that each of them received 


the Holy Spirit. 


The Temple was surrounded by a 
large area on a level plateau of solid 
rock. Along three sides the whole 
length, ran cloisters formed on the east 
and west sides by double lines of col- 
umns. On the south side was the im- 
mense and magnificent cloister known 
as Solomon’s Porch, or the Royal 
Porch. It formed a large hall open on 
the inner side, consisting of a central 
aisle forty-six feet wide, and two side 
aisles each thirty feet in width. The 
roof covering the whole was supported 
by no less than one hundred and sixty-

two Corinthian pillars. The two central 
rows of columns measured one hundred 
feet in height. 


It was in these cloisters and courts 
that crowds assembled for the great 
festivals and to hold their sectional 
meetings. 


Here in some part of Solomon’s 
Porch the group of Christians were as- 
sembled. It is the expression “in the 
house where they were sitting,” that 
has conveyed the mistaken impression 
that the house was the one with the up- 
per chamber. But the Bible does not 
so identify the place. 


In this case clearly the word is used 
in the wider sense of “building,” not a 
private dwelling. Moreover, “house” 
was a word applied to the Temple and 
its precincts. 


The huge Solomon’s Porch was itself 
a separate building, distinct from the 
central block of the Temple, and could 
hardly have been described otherwise 
than “the building” where they were 
sitting. 

Suddenly the sound of a rushing 
mighty wind was heard. The super- 
natural blast was obviously localized 
to one spot. At the same time a shower 
of lights like flames appeared and, de- 


scending, rested on the head of each 
of the hundred and twenty. The Greek 
tense used implies that the flames were 
momentary rather than of continuous 
duration. All became conscious of a 
strange power entering into their be- 
ings. 

The noise of the blast caused all eyes 
to turn in that direction. No doubt 
those nearest saw the tongues of fire. 
People began running to see what was 
happening, and among them the groups 
of foreigners. 

A babel of voices arose. The eleven 
began to address those nearest. To their 
surprise, they found it possible to 
speak in the appropriate language of 
each group — here Cretes, there Parth- 
ians, Arabians, Romans and so on. 


As the crowd grew and the excite- 
ment increased, Peter stood up, prob- 
ably on one of the stone seats and, 
beckoning for silence, addressed the 
concourse collectively. The acoustics 
were perfect. The book of Acts records 
his address in outline and explains that 
it immediately brought conviction. 


Large numbers were “pricked” to 
the heart, and asked, “What shall we 
do?” “Repent, and be baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins,” was the reply. 


HOW AND WHERE BAPTIZED? 


Three thousand accepted the chal- 
lenge and the world Christian Church 
was born. 

How and where were these three 
thousand converts baptized? 


The question as to how, whether by 
immersion or sprinkling, has been a 
subject of controversy among Chris- 
tians for centuries. We do not propose 
to go into the matter here. But the ques- 
tion where can be investigated. 


Would not the first logical step be to 
segregate the three thousand from the 
great concourse in the Temple area and 
give them further instruction before ad- 
ministering the rite of Baptism? I firm- 
ly believe this was done. 


To have acted immediately, under 
the spur of the emotion and excitement, 
would have found them without an un- 
derstanding of its implications. Then 
again, it would seem that the Baptism 
should not take place in the open pres- 
ence of a great body of curious onlook- 
ers, many of whom were unsympathetic 
and even hostile. It should be in some 
private, secluded place, with the Chris- 
tians alone. 

There come to mind such open pub- 
lic places, where water was readily 
available, as the Pool of Bethesda, or 
the Pool of Siloam, or the Virgin’s 
Fountain, or the Pool of Hezekiah, but 
all of these offer practical difficulties. 


Happily there was a place which met 
every requirement and, as we shall see, 
is distinctly suggested in the New Tes- 
tament. 

Outside the north wall of Jerusalem 
was a private Garden, the property of 
a wealthy man holding high rank, 
Joseph of Arimathaea. He is spoken of 
as the Counsellor, taken to indicate 
membership of the Jewish Sanhedrin, 
but he is elsewhere described as the 
“noble Decurion,” a title of high office 
under the Roman Government. In this 
private garden, Joseph had constructed 
his own family tomb hewn out of the 
side of the cliff. ‘ 


This tomb had been loaned a short 
time earlier for the burial of our Lord, 
and here the Resurrection took place, 
the basis on which the new Christian 
Church was being established. The 
three thousand converts were to be 
baptized as an outward expression of 
their belief in, and acceptance of, the 
fact of the Resurrection. 
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Where better could the rite of Bap- 
tism be administered than in that Gar- 
den, on the very spot where the Resur- 
rection had occurred? 


Here they would be isolated from the 
Temple crowds. Here they could assem- 
ble quietly. Here they would be safe 
and free from interference. Here the 
truth of the Resurrection could be de- 
monstrated, and witnessed to, by those 
who had been associated with it. 


Here we can with assurance believe 
that the Christian Church was born 
with the Baptism of the three thousand. 











BAPTIZED IN THE GARDEN 


Indirect confirmation of this con- 
clusion is to be found in the fact that 
Paul several times couples Baptism 
with the Resurrection. In his great Res- 
urrection chapter, I Corinthians 15, he 
pointedly introduces Baptism. “Else 
what shall they do which are baptized 
for the dead, if the dead rise not at all.” 


In Romans 6:4 he writes: “We are 
buried with him by baptism into death: 
that like as Christ was raised up from 
the dead by the glory of the Father, 
even so we also should ... be also in 
the likeness of his resurrection.” In Co- 
lossians 2:12 he writes: “Buried with 
him in baptism, wherein also ye are 
rigen with him.” 

Do not these passages, associating 
Baptism with the Resurrection, suggest 
that Paul was thinking of the sacred 
Garden? 


We can visualize Peter concluding 
his message on the Temple plateau, 
finding himself facing the surprising 
situation of three thousand out of his 
great audience requesting Baptism. 


What was to be done? He must get 
them away somewhere from the crowd. 
He must give them more instruction 
and assurance about the truth of the 
Resurrection. He must afford them a 
little more time to think over the step 
being taken. Then came the problem 
of the Baptism rite. There was no water 
suitable on the Temple plateau. Where 
should he take them? 


Finally came the thought of the Gar- 
den of the Resurrection where the Lord 
had so recently come forth from the 
tomb. Here was the solution. He bid all 
those who sincerely desired the step 
to follow him thither, or find their way 
to the Garden. Here he could address 
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The most sacred place on this planet, the Tomb from which the 
Saviour came forth in resurrection glory. 





them again and let the converts in- 
spect the empty tomb. He would join 
them in united prayer, and Baptism 
would follow. The very fact of going 
thither would give them confidence and 
be the proof of their sincerity. 


Was a suitable water supply avail- 
able in the Garden? This question finds 
a ready answer. Palestine climate is 
such that between the two annual rainy 
seasons, Biblically spoken of as the 
former and the latter rain, the ground 
becomes dry and parched. 


The problem of every householder 
was to catch and conserve as much rain 
water as possible. Stone or rock-hewn 
cisterns were constructed for this pur- 
pose. The Garden of a wealthy man 
like Joseph of Arimathaea, situated in 
open ground outside the city wall, 
would certainly not be lacking in such 
facilities. Here would undoubtedly be 
found suitable means for administering 
Baptism in undisturbed quiet. All con- 
siderations point to the Garden of the 
Resurrection as the scene. 


It is now known that a huge cistern, 
carved out of stone in Old Testament 
times and later made into a place of 
Christian worship, exists on the prem- 
ises. 
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THE UNDERGROUND CHURCH 


Certain discoveries recently made on 
this site, as‘ yet unpublished, provide 
conclusive evidence that baptisms re- 
gularly took place on the grounds of 
this Garden subsequent to the Day of 
Pentecost. These excavations also re- 
veal the existence of a large rock-hewn 
cistern, later converted into an Under- 
ground Church, admirably suited to 
meet all the requirements of the oc- 
casion. 

A detailed account of these discover- 
ies, including the full story of the cis- 
tern sanctuary located in the Garden 
of the Tomb, must wait for next 
month’s issue of The Defender. 


Suffice to say that through the co- 
operation of the Defenders of the Chris- 
tian Faith organization, archaeological 
work was in the recent past conducted 
along given lines, but had to be halted 
due to extraordinary tensions in that 
part of the world. 


Much is known, however, about the 
Underground Church, its size, wall de- 
corations, stone baptismal tank near 
the south wall, and other details. These 
will be subjects for consideration in 
the next article.

N THE RECORD that John left us 

regarding the crucifixion and _ resur- 
rection of our Lord, we are told, “Now 
in the place where he was crucified 
there was a garden, and in the garden 
a new sepulchre.” 


Because of their close proximity, 
this garden and the hill of Calvary 
comprise virtually one piece of land. 
John correctly associates the two. 


Ever since becoming warden, or cus- 
todian of these sacred grounds, I have 
made it a practice every morning in 
the summer to rise early and between 
five and six start at the empty tomb 
and walk over .the premises in medita- 
tion and prayer. Time and again I 
have, in my thinking, lived over the 
events suggested by our text, having 
to do with the visit of the three women 
to this garden and the tomb, “on the 
first day of the week.” 





Mary of Magdala led the trio. As 
I think of her love, zeal, devotion and 
determination, a lump sometimes comes 
into my throat. 


John says, “And he bearing his cross 
went forth unto a place called the place 
of a skull, which is called in the He- 
brew Golgotha.” 


Skull, Calvary and Golgotha all tell 
the same story in different languages. 
The place of His crucifixion was so 
designated, not because of skeleton 
bones or remains of human heads be- 
ing found here, but because in shape 
and general contour the elevation re- 


sembled a skull. 


There is only one such eminence in 
or about Jerusalem today, and that is 
the skull-shaped hill adjacent to the 
garden of which I am in charge. It is 
located just outside the old wall, north- 
east of the Damascus Gate. The one 
who wrote the book of Hebrews said 
that Jesus “suffered without the gate.” 


The Damascus Gate is in plain view 
from where I am writing this sermon, a 
message which has been delivered on 
many occasions to groups of tourists 
being escorted through the garden. 


I have done considerable research 
regarding this famous Gate. The orig- 


inal was built sometime between 37 
and 20 B.C. by the Romans. It was 
completely destroyed by the seige of 
Titus in 70 A.D. and rebuilt under 
Hadrian about the year 135 A.D. 


This entrance, through which Jesus 
was forced to drag His Cross, is called 
the “Damascus Gate” because it has 
always been the main and only way out 
of Jerusalem for the city of Damascus. 


Paul left by this route on his way to 
persecute the Christians at Damascus. 
The road leads north, passes Ramallah, 
on to Shechem, up to Cana (where I 
was born) and through Magdala on 
the western shore of ‘Lake Tiberias 
from whence Mary came to Jerusalem. 


This remarkable woman, who was 
transformed from a sinner into a saint, 
enters the New Testament story in the 
eighth chapter of Luke with certain 
other women “ministering to Jesus of 
their substance.” All of them were 
moved with gratitude for deliverance 
from “evil spirits and infirmities.” Of 
Mary it is said that seven evil spirits 
were expelled from her. 


GARDEN EXPERIENCES 


Her life of devotion to the Saviour 
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brought Mary Magdalene into close 
companionship with other good women, 
including Salome the mother of James 
and John, and also Mary the mother 
of our Lord. 


This group “stood afar off, behold- 
ing these things” during the closing 
agonies on Skull hill. The same close 
association, which drew them together 
there, is seen afterward. 


Mary remained by the Cross until 
the ordeal was over and the body re- 
moved, wrapped in linen cloth, carried 
down the slope and laid to rest in the 
garden sepulcher which belonged to 
Joseph of Arimathaea. 


She, with two other women “bought 
sweet spices, that they might come and 
anoint him.” The next morning, in the 
early dawn, they came to the garden 
and made their way to the tomb, won- 
dering “Who shall roll us away the 
stone from the door of the sepulchre.” 


Jews, knowing that Christ had pre- 
dicted He would rise from the dead, 
gained permission from Roman au- 
thorities to seal the entrance and have 
a guard posted. Mary needed not to 
have had any anxiety, for the stone 
was rolled away by supernatural power 
and an angel posted. 


The tomb was found to be empty. 





She thought the body had been stolen 
after all and rushed away, with a cry 
of sorrow, to tell Peter and John. Re- 
turning quickly, looking into the sepul- 
cher, she saw two angels and replied 
to their question as to her reason for 
weeping: “They have taken away my 
Lord, and I know not where they have 
laid him.” 


Hearing a voice behind her, she 
thought it to be my predecessor, the 
man then in charge of the garden, but 
this was an error. “She saw Jesus 
standing, and knew not that it was Je- 
sus .... supposing him to be the garden- 
er, saith unto him, Sir, if thou have 
borne him hence, tell me where thou 
hast laid him. Jesus saith unto her, 
Mary. She saith unto him, Master.” 


Thereafter, she was compelled to 
learn spiritual dependence upon Christ 
which can live without His visible pres- 


_ence. Mary started to embrace the Mas- 


ter’s feet, but He said: “Touch me not; 

for I am not yet ascended to my Fath- 
” 

er. 


The heroine of our story then went 
to the disciples, told them what she had 
seen and heard, and then passed out of 
history. 


Mary’s experiences, on this occasion, 
seem to me typical of those of many 
other Christians. I have gained such 





an impression while meditating upon 
what occurred. 


SERVICE 


First, let it be noted that Mary 
brought something to the Master. She 
had something in her hand. This typi- 
fies our service, the work we are ex- 
pected to do for the risen Christ, labors 
for the King in the kingdom to which 
we belong. 


We observe from our text that Mary 
and the other women “had bought” 
substances with which to anoint the 
body. This is no doubt a meticulously 
accurate translation, for they came too 
early on the first day of the week to 
have made purchases. They could not 
have bought the “sweet spices” the day 
previous, since that was the sabbath. 
Therefore, they “had bought” them on 
Friday, after the crucifixion. 


Mary, of course, knew that Nicode- 
mus embalmed the body in “a mixture 
of myrrh and aloes” when it was re- 
moved from the Cross. Now she brings 
sweet spices in a liquid state, perhaps 
regarding the powdered substances 
previously used as an incomplete and 
provisional interment. 


The ceremony of anointing bodies of 
the dead is very old and a mark of ut- 
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most respect. Medicinally, it was in- 
tended to check decay. Symbolically, it 
was expressive of joy, as seen by 
Psalm 23:5, “Thou preparest a table 
before me in the presence of mine 
enemies: thou anointest my head with 
oil; my cup runneth over.” 


Mary came with rich gifts in her 
hand, for the One whom she thought 
to be dead. With us it is different. We 
present our gifts of service to the bless- 
ed Saviour whom we know to be alive 
forevermore. 


ANXIETY 


Second, Mary was anxious. She was 
worried about the stone known to have 
been placed against the door. It was a 
huge boulder. How could such an ob- 
ject be pierced, penetrated or gotten 
out of the way? 

Inhibitors often appear in our lives 
which, if not removed, will interfere 
with Christian experience. There are 
difficulties to be mastered and problems 
that demand solution. Satan, the god 
of this world, is a “false accuser of the 
brethren,” and knows how to make life 
miserable for children of God. Things 
are constantly thrown in the way- of 
those who seek to walk uprightly. 


We should not be surprised, how- 
ever, when the Lord moves miraculous- 
ly and rolls a frightening stone away. 
When we are able to look back upon 
some divine dealing with the Lord, it 
strengthens us for the trials at hand. 


In 1948 I was driven with my fam- 
ily, from our home by the Jews, and 
forced to become refugees. An awful 
life of suffering followed. Our clothing 
became rags and we were faced with 
starvation. 


One day, without a morsel of food 
left, I called my wife and children to- 
gether for prayer that the heavenly 
Father would spare us from: starving. 
Within one hour, a man for no visible 
reason whatever, gave me money with 
which to go into Jerusalem and buy 
food. Humanly speaking, the incident 
was wholly unexpected and without ex- 
planation. 





Our son Samuel, who is now attend- 
ing a Christian school in the United 
States, said: “Father, how could such 
a thing occur?” I answered that the 
Holy Spirit had put it in the man’s 
heart to help us in our extremity. An 
angel rolled the stone away. 


FEAR 


Third, Mary was afraid. Terrible 
things had been happening. The follow- 
ers of Christ, during recent and anx- 
ious hours, had been pc.secuted along 
with their Master. Some had faltered 
and forsaken Him. 


Even Peter brought disgrace upon 
himself, his Lord and the group. Judas 
betrayed Him. The two disciples on the 
road to Emmaus were heartbroken. En- 
emies were sending forth threats. The 
hour was dark for His friends and fol- 
lowers. 


Mary and others who believed on the 
Lord were, some how, unable to grasp 
the content of His prophecy about ris- 
ing from the dead. This left them with- 
out hope. He seemed to be gone, gone 
out of their lives. 


Then it was that the angel spoke, 
“Fear not ye: for I know that ye seek 
Jesus, which was crucified. He is not 
here: for he is risen, as he said. Come, 
see the place where the Lord lay.” 


What did Mary and certain of the 
disciples see? John says they “went in- 
to the sepulchre, And the napkin, that 
was about his head, not lying with the 
linen clothes, but wrapped together in 
a place by itself.” 


Our Lord was wrapped in two pieces 
of cloth, a small napkin around the 
head and a larger garment like a wind- 
ing sheet that covered his body. Both 
were found crumpled and collapsed, 
lying some distance apart on the floor 
of the tomb. The body rose in a higher 
substance and the garments were left 
empty. 

Mary’s discovery changed ev- 
erything for the frightened and intimi- 
dated followers of Christ. A knowledge 
of the resurrection sent them forth, fill- 
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ed with courage, as flaming evangels to 
give a new message to the world. 


RECOGNITION 


Fourth, Mary recognized her Sav- 
iour after His resurrection. This fact 
conveyed a message of great value to 
the age of the Church which was to 
follow. It meant that Christians would 
be assured of a similar victory over 


death. 


There could remain no question 
about a life beyond the grave. The Sav- 
iour gave the proof by coming back. 
Luke tells us in the book of Acts that 
“forty days” elapsed between His res- 
urrection and ascension, during which 
time “many infallible proofs” of life 
after death were given. There were at 
least ten appearances. 


The first appearance was to Mary. 


The second was to certain of the dis- | 


ciples, even as Mary was on the way 
to make known her discovery to them. 
The third was to Peter alone. The 
fourth was to the two disciples on the 
road to Emmaus. The fifth was to a 
group of friends behind bolted doors. 


The sixth was to a similar group, 
which this time included Thomas the 
doubter. The seventh was at the Sea of 
Tiberias where “Jesus prepared a meal 
for disciples who had spent the night 
fishing. The eighth was in a mountain 
and this appearance included the giv- 
ing of the Great Commission. The 
ninth was to James alone. And the 
tenth was His ascension from Mount 
Olivet into heaven. 


These events established beyond per- 
adventure of doubt that there is an ex- 
istence beyond the grave, and the as- 
surance of recognition in the after life. 


Jesus knew His friends, and His 
friends knew Him, after the resurrec- 
tion. This gives us the same assurance 
because John says, “We shall be like 
him.”

LIFE AND LETTERS 
OF THE APOSTLE PAUL 


Tenth in a series of articles by Dr. Gerald B. Winrod — each of 





which is complete in itself but also connects with the one before 





and the one following. It was thought originally that the studies 





could be completed in ten articles, but the number will have to be 





increased. 











FTER completing his stay at Ephe- 

sus, Paul’s third missionary tour 
took him over familiar territory to 
Troas, Macedonia, Corinth, back to 
Ephesus and finally Jerusalem, with in- 
termediate stops along the way. Many 
difficult and trying experiences awaited 
him. 

The Corinthian congregation weigh- 
ed heavily on his mind and heart. That 
Church was the apple of his eye. 


Corinth was the first city visited 
where he had time to do a thorough 
piece of work. News reaching him at 
Ephesus from there, telling of discord 
and backslidmg among the converts, 
really hurt. 


He was humiliated and grieved to 
learn that a movement of personal op- 
position to him had crystalized within 
the group. Friends were turning against 
him. If he could only be there to hold 
things together! Corinth seemed far 
away but he decided to go. 


The route took him north to Troas, 
around the rim of the Aegean Sea, then 
south through Greece and east to the 
destination. Paul afterwards described 
his feelings during those anxious days, 
in a letter to the Corinthians, the lan- 
guage of which may be paraphrased 
(II Corinthians 1:8-10) about as fol- 
lows: 


“I want you to understand, brethren, 
the anguish that I experienced in Asia, 
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when reports regarding conditions in 
the Church reached me. I felt so utterly 
and unendurably crushed, that for a 
time I actually despaired of my life. 
But when it seemed that I might die, 
I thought of God’s power to raise the 
dead and so I was able to trust Him 
to deliver me from my sorrow.” 


Only the breaking up of long estab- 
lished personal relationships could have 
produced such an effect. Paul placed 
a high estimate upon friendships and 
knew their loss could jeopardize the 
missionary objectives laid out before 
him. Persecution, stonings, beatings, 
shipwrecks, mobs, these things were 
not nearly so important! 


The Apostle had been faithful to the 
Corinthian congregation. He supported 
himself at tentmaking during the year 
and a half required to get the work or- 
ganized. At great personal risk, he had 
withstood the Jews who had hated and 
persecuted the Christian band. 


His leadership had been confirmed 
by the obvious anointing of the Holy 
Spirit. Now while launching a similar 
program in Ephesus, came news of dis- 
affection among the Corinthians. It 
seemed like a mortal wound. 


BACK TO TROAS AND CORINTH 


Titus was with Paul at Ephesus and 
they decided he should leave at once 
for Corinth to try and put things in 
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order. It was a difficult and respon- 
sible assignment. The two agreed to 
meet a little later on the island of 
Troas, at which time Titus would be 
able to give an eyewitness report. The 
time of the rendezvous was tentatively 
set. 

Paul arrived according to schedule 
but Titus did not come. He had friends 
on the island but no heart to launch a 
campaign .of missionary evangelism 
and church organizing. His emotional 
upset regarding conditions at Corinth 
continued. The record leaves no doubt 
that Paul was nervous and jittery. It 
was one of the most difficult ordeals of 
his career. 


Where was Titus? What could be the 
meaning of his delay? Paul knew exact- 
ly how long it should take to make the 
trip by land and water from Corinth 
to Troas. Could some danger have 
overtaken his friend? 


Paul, deciding not to wait longer, 
took a boat across the narrow body of 
water for Macedonia and landed at 
Philippi. He was welcomed by friends, 
and probably visited the jail site where 
he and Silas had been miraculously re- 
leased a few years earlier. 


Finally, when Paul seemed at his 
wit’s end, Titus appeared on the scenes. 
The report from Corinth was good and 
encouraging, everything that could be 
desired. The congregation had renounc- 
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ed those who fomented the revolt and 
created the dissension. Truth had tri- 
umphed. Titus had decided to stay 
long enough for the dust to settle. 


Confidence in Paul was completely 
restored. The entire congregation had 
come over to his side. They were anx- 
iously waiting for the day when he 
would return. 


Then and there at Philippi, presum- 
ably in the year 60 A.D., the Apostle 
put his hand to the task of composing 
another letter. He wrote the Second 
Epistle to the Corinthians and had 
Titus take it back for public presenta- 
tion. Luke accompanied Titus on the 
trip. Plans were made for Paul to move 
along to Corinth later, but in the mean- 
time there was work to be done in 
Macedonia. 


The letter contained a defense of his 
apostleship. It rehearsed some of his 
difficult and trying experiences. Much 
of the message was in the nature of an 
autobiography. 


“Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. Thrice was I 
beaten with rods, once was I stoned, 
thrice I suffered shipwreck, a night and 
a day I have been in the deep; In jour- 
neyings often, in perils of waters, in 
perils of robbers, in perils of mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, 
in perils in the city, in perils in the 
wilderness, in perils in the sea, in perils 
among false brethren; In weariness 
and painfulness, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness. Beside those things 
that are without, that which cometh up- 
on me daily, the care of all the church- 
es.” 


After a few weeks, Paul started the 
trek to Corinth. Titus’ report had sooth- 
ed his spirits and created within him a 
high state of expectancy. He found con- 





ditions at Corinth exactly as expected. 
The storm had passed and all was calm. 
The work of the Lord was going for- 
ward. He stayed three months. During 
this time he wrote his remarkable letter 
to. the Church at Rome. 


Rome was the greatest city in the 
world and Paul had wanted to preach 
the Gospel there for a long time. The 
desire of his heart would later be real- 
ized but under the lash of persecution. 
He dictated the book of Romans to 
Tertius, who wrote his name into the 
letter as penman. The message was in 
some respects, the heaviest from the 
standpoint of Christian doctrine, of all 
the Pauline Epistles. 


The theme that connects its sixteen 
chapters into an organic whole, is the 
declaration that God imputes righteous- 
ness to guilty sinners who believe upon 
the atoning Saviour. All must come the 
same way, regardless of race or station 
in life. The doctrine of grace is the 
keynote of the lines of truth developed. 
“But where sin abounded, grace did 
much more abound.” 


TO JERUSALEM 


Paul planned to go by ship to Syria 
but was compelled to make a last min- 
ute change. The port near Corinth was 
a place called Cenchrea. Jews arranged 
to kill him on the way. 


The plot became known and instead 
of proceeding according to plan, Paul 
set out on an inland route to Macedon- 
ia while his enemies watched the main 
road to the coast. By this time, Tal- 
mudic thought had hardened into an 
anti-Christ system so that Jewish oppo- 
sition followed a fixed pattern wherever 
Paul traveled with the Gospel. 


Reaching Philippi, he was joined by 
Luke, who never again left his side. No 
man ever had a more faithful friend. 


Luke stayed with him until the hour 
of death and then wrote the story of 
his exploits in the Acts of the Apostles. 


After a few days, they crossed again 
to Troas, for a week, during which time 
a church was formed on the Island. 
Paul worked hard, preaching, teaching, 
exhorting and answering questions day 
and night. The Lord’s Supper was cele- 
brated with a large group of Christians 
participating. 

Something happened at the closing 
service which again confirmed the hand 
of God upon Paul’s ministry. The hour 
was late. “Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the morrow; and 
continued his speech until midnight.” 


The place was hot and _ crowded. 
Lamps burned in the chamber. In order 
to see better, a voung man, Eutychus 
by name, climbed up to the “third loft” 
and perched himself in a _ window. 
While Paul was preaching the youth 
went to sleep, became overbalanced, 
and fell to the pavement below, dead. 


Like Elijah of old, the Apostle 
stretched his body over him, prayed 
with great confidence and said: “Trou- 
ble not yourselves; for his life is in 
him.” Eutychus was restored. 


Paul wished time to think, and leav- 
ing Troas decided to walk the distance 
of twenty miles to Assos, and board a 
ship for the south. There were impor- 
tant decisions to be made and he wish- 
ed to meditate. 


He was on his way to Jerusalem 
where Jews were already making threats 
to do him harm. Friends had urged 
him to give up the idea of going. They 
feared for his life. 

Moreover, Paul had never been hap- 
py at Jerusalem. His previous trips 
there were brief. On the last one, he 
found himself in the center of a heated 
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controversy. Some of the leaders of the 
Church differed with him on points of 
doctrine. Jewish opposition had died 
down a little. Now if he appeared on 
the scenes, the flames might again ig- 
nite. He would probably be blamed. 


Yet something within, a spiritual 
compulsion, drove him forward. He 
was anything but a coward. If going 
to Jerusalem meant imprisonment, it 
would not be the first time. Even if 
death was the prospect, he had long 
since settled that question in his own 
mind and heart. 


At Assos he boarded the ship with 
the fixed purpose of going on to Jeru- 
salem. It sailed close to land, pausing 
frequently to unload cargoes. 


For some reason, this particular trip 
did not include Ephesus. Paul therefore 
sent word ahead for the elders of the 
Church to meet him at Miletus, twenty- 
five miles from the city, where the ship 
would make a comparatively long stop 
unloading merchandise and picking up 
more cargo. 


It was a touching experience. The 
elders were anxious to see him. They 
knew he was headed for trouble at Je- 
rusalem. All felt this would be their 





last time together on earth. The event 
was regarded as a final farewell. 


Last words are always spoken with 
solemnity. Paul spoke as one who had 
grown old in the faith. He urged them 
to stand fast and be strong whatever 
the future might hold. Then he remin- 
isced with them about the three years 
spent together at Ephesus. 


“And now, behold, I go bound in 
the spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing 
the things that shall befall me there: 
Save that the Holy Ghost witnesa..n in 
every city, saying that bonds and af- 
flictions abide me. But none of these 
things move me, neither count I my 
life dear unto myself, so that I might 
finish my course with joy, and the min- 
istry, which I have received of the Lord 
Jesus, to testify the gospel of the grace 
of God. And now, behold, I know that 


ye all, among whom I have gone 


preaching the kingdom\of God, shall . 


see my face no more.” 


The voyage from Assos finally ended 
at the port, Ptolemais, a short distance 
from Jerusalem. Thereupon Paul took 
the coastal road to Caesarea which 
placed him even nearer the city. Here 
he was sure of hospitality, because it 
was the home of Philip, the evangelist. 





While recuperating a few days from 
the trip, Paul was visited by a prophet 
of the Church and a man of great piety 
called Agabus, believed to have been 
one of the Seventy disciples of Christ. 
It will be recalled that, on a trip to An- 
tioch years earlier, Agabus predicted 
a famine which actually occurred. A re- 
lief program was organized among the 
churches for believers in Judaea, where 
the strain was especially great. 


Now, in the home of Philip, Agabus 
solemnly warns Paul of the suffering 
that awaits him at the hands of Jeru- 
salem Jews if he insists on making the 
last lap of the trip. 


Then, like one of the Old Testament 
prophets, he dramatically loosened the 
long linen girdle from Paul’s waist and, 
stooping down bound his own feet and 
hands, and while friends gazed in si- 
lence he said: “Thus saith the Holy 
Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem 
bind the man that owneth this girdle 
... Then Paul answered, What mean 
ye to weep and to break mine heart? 
for I am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus.”

THE SCIENTIST is ever looking for 

the wonders of the world. Students 
of history tell us about the Seven Won- 
ders of the Old World and I heard a 
preacher in Chicago telling his radio 
audience about the seven blunders of 
the world. I wish to point out Seven 


Wonders of the Word. 


(1) The Wonder Of Its Preservation. 
The Bible has been the world’s most 
hated Book. Emperors have decreed 
its extermination, atheists have railed 
at it, agnostics have smiled cynically 
upon it, higher critics have carped at it, 
modernists have tried to disprove it, 
radicals have ranted and raved over it, 
scoffers have scorned it, free thinkers 
have derided it ... but all of its ene- 
mies have not torn one hole in its ves- 
ture, nor diluted one drop of honey 
from its abundant hive, nor broken one 
string on its stringed harp, nor stayed 
its triumphant progress by so much as 
one brief hour. 


(2) The Wonder Of Its Unification. 
The Unity of the Bible in the opinion 
of the late Dr. G. Campbell Morgan is 
proof of its supernatural inspiration. 
The Bible is one. The New Testament 
is hidden in the Old and the Old is re- 
vealed in the New. In other words, the 
New Testament is latent in the Old and 
the Old is potent in the New. The Bible 
is the work of one Mind through the 
agency of many men and many minds. 


Some have descfibed it as a library 
of 66 books. Others tell us it is a book 
with 66 chapters. There is no real unity 
in a library, but there is in a book. We 
prefer to think of the Bible as a book 
having 66 chapters. A number of hu- 
man instruments were used in produc- 
ing it, but only one real Author. The 
forty different men wrote as they were 
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inspired by the Holy Spirit. Notwith- 
standing that the writers came from_all 
walks of life, there is a remarkable 
unity in the Bible. What is the expla- 
nation? There is just one and that is 
the writers were under divine inspira- 
tion and direction. 


(3) The Wonder Of Its Circulation. 
The circulation of the Bible speaks to 
me of its inspiration. After these many 
centuries it is still the world’s best sell- 
er. A decade usually sees the death 
and burial, without hope of resurrec- 
tion, of the average book. There is 
scarcely a textbook 10 years old but 
that is out of date, due to the discovery 
of new facts. Many books start dying 
before the ink dries on their pages. It 
is safe to say that the number of copies 
of the Bible put into circulation during 
a single year, exceeds in number all the 
sacred books of other religions put in- 
to circulation since the date of their 
origin. And the number is continuing 
to increase. 


(4) The Wonder Of Its Operation. 
Contrast any country that has had the 
Bible, with any country that has not, 
and you will see how this Book oper- 
ates in the lives of men. For thousands 
of years it has been the greatest single 
influence for righteousness on earth. It 
has begotten and fostered the purest 
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virtue, the sublimest manhood and the 
noblest benevolence this world has 
known. If a man is ignorant, the Scrip- 
tures will instruct him. If he is out of 
order, they will reform him. If in heavi- 
ness, they will comfort him. If dull, 
they will quicken him. If bad, they will 
guide him into paths that are good. 


(5) The Wonder Of Its Translation. 
The Bible has been translated into more 
than a thousand languages and dia- 
lects. All Homer had to say was written 
in twenty languages; all Shakespeare 
had to give to his day was couched in 
forty languages; all Tolstoy had to of- 
fer was stated in sixty languages. There 
are only two other books, aside from 
the Bible, that have been written in as 
many as one hundred languages ... 
“Imitation of Christ” by Thomas a- 
Kempis, has been published in 103 
languages and “Pilgrim’s Progress” by 
John Bunyan in 118 languages. And it 
is significant to note that both of these 
books are based upon the Bible. Such 
a universal demand and the fact that so 
many people reach for this Book ar- 
gues for its supernaturalism. 


(6) The Wonder Of Its Fascination. 
Thousands read it every day. Many 
read it through every year and you can 
do the same if you will read three chap- 
ters a day and five extra on Sunday. 
Each time they read it through, it be- 
comes more fascinating. Behold a Book 
that never grows old! I have read por- 
tions of it scores of times with increas- 
ing interest. Men cling to it when they 
die. No other book has been carried to 
battle fronts by a million soldiers. 


(7) The Wonder Of Its Inspiration. 
I argue its inspiration from the per- 
fection of the Book. The Bible is either 
the Word of God or the work of man. 
If it is the work of man, then men 
should be able to produce something as 
good today. In fact he ought to make 
a better one, for he has greater re- 
sources and facilities upon which to 
draw. 

Those who wrote the Bible lived on 
the hills of Palestine, a smaller country 
than the county in which some of you 
live. They did not have the learning of 
the schools, printing presses, libraries, 
steamboats, telegraph wires nor had 
science revealed the secrets of the rocks 
beneath and the stars above. If men 
cannot produce a book as good or bet- 
ter, then it means that the Bible had its 
origin from above human levels. 
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LIBERTY 
DEFINED

ig IS ESTIMATED that 40-billion 

people have lived en this earth since 
the birth of Christ. Not more than three 
per cent have known systems of govern- 
ment that guaranteed personal liberty. 
Only these could be regarded as free 
men, capable of calling their souls their 
own. 


Most of this small minority have re- 
sided in the United States since 1879 
when the Constitution was officially ra- 
tified. Liberty can exist only where the 
principles of Christianity are accepted 
and applied. Christ’s Gospel is the soul 
of free government. 


Liberty originates in the moral law. 
It is rooted in the sacred Scriptures, 
the Christian religion and the con- 
science of man. It belongs to the realm 
of morality. 


John Adams said: “Liberty is a 
moral right derived from the Legisla- 
tor of the universe.” Abraham Lincoln 
said: “Liberty is right because Christ 
said so and Christ is God.” 


The men who wrote the Constitution 
believed they had found in the teach- 
ings of Jesus, the only safe foundation 
and absolute moral principle upon 
which good government could be es- 
tablished. Today those ideals are be- 
ing challenged. 


There are men and organizations of 
leftist persuasion who would destroy 
this heritage and put our people in 
a strait jacket. They would supplant 
Christianity with atheism. 


The history of the critical years, 
when the Republic was being develop- 
ed, should be frequently reviewed by 
liberty-loving Americans. The people 
who preferred a wilderness in the new 
world, to the rule of tyrants in the old 
world, were living in small groups, 
called colonies, along the Atlantic sea- 


board. 


They wanted freedom to worship as 
they pleased. They wanted to live on 
a higher level than dumb brutes. They 
resented the all-powerful governments 





that made them slaves. They rejected 
the theory of the divine right of kings. 
They wanted a voice in the government 
themselves. 


During the eighteenth century pun- 
ishment for crime was atrociously se- 
vere in all the countries of Europe. 
Governments were heartless. There was 


no trial by jury. The accusation of a 


king or other official was sufficient to 
put a man to death. Many modes of 
torture were invented. The citizen was 
a slave of the State. 


There was a tea party in Boston. The 
patriots were concerned with something 
far more serious than paying taxes on 
tea. They were determined to limit the 
powers of government. A new idea was 
born. A new contribution was made to 
the science of government. Henceforth 
in the new world, the citizen would be 
the master, not the serf, of the govern- 
ment. 


Thomas Jefferson later stated the 
principle correctly when he said, the 
government that governs least governs 
best. 


A convention was called in Philadel- 
phia. The purpose was to write a Con- 
stitution to become the basis of order- 
ly government in the new world. Sixty- 
eight delegates were chosen by the 13 
colonies. Some refused to attend. There 
was a conflict of ideas among the col- 
onies. Hatreds had been transplanted 
from the other side of the ocean. 


When the document was finally pro- 
duced only 39 of the delegates were 
willing to fix their signatures. But the 
colonies later voted their approval. It 
has since proved to be the greatest 
charter of liberty ever devised by man. 
It is rigid enough and flexible enough 
to maintain order, safeguard liberty 
and bring greater blessing and _ pros- 
perity to the American people than any 
other nation has ever enjoyed. 


Ten amendments called the Bill of 
Rights were added a short time later. 
For the first time on this earth, a whole 


fifa. 





nation was granted freedom of the 
press, freedom of speech, freedom of 
worship, freedom of assembly, right of 
petition, trial by jury, right of proper- 
ty, privacy of home and _ protection 
against unlawful seizures by the gov- 
ernment. 


A nation of free men was established. 
Men who could manage their lives as 
they wished. This is the opposite of the 
collectivist state which tells the man he 
cannot worship, he cannot choose his 
own job, he cannot own private proper- 
ty and even his children are the proper- 
ty of the State. 


The Constitution removed govern- 
mental restrictions and opened the way 
to unlimited prosperity. Our people 
have witnessed greater progress in 
every field — education, transportation, 
communication, invention and manu- 
facturing, than could have otherwise 
been the case. 


Free enterprise!) Human liberty! 
Thanks to the religion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ and the Constitution of the 











United States.

[N THE SUMMER of 1956 I spent a 

week in the Garden of the Resur- 
rection. It was one of the greatest times 
of my life. I wish to share that uplift- 
ing experience with you. 


Ever since I was a small boy with the 
collecting urge, I had been interested 
in archaeology. I still have many of 
the pictures of wonders of the past 
which I collected then. 


During my teens shortly after be- 
coming a Christian, I attended an il- 
lustrated lecture in my native Scotland 
given by a converted Jew. The lecture 
was on Palestine. I remember seeing 
such places as Nazareth, Tyre, the 
Mount of Olives, the Temple area with 
the Mosque of Omar and other sites. 


But the locations which impressed 
me most were the places called Calvary, 
and the Garden Tomb of the Resurrec- 
tion. If these sites were authentic, I 
reasoned, what an answer to Bible crit- 
ics we had. 


About 15 years ago, I commenced 
an intensive study of Calvary, the Gar- 
den Tomb, and related sites. As the 
photographs and evidence accumulated, 
I realized here was something that the 
whole world should know about. Here 
was the authentic Tomb of the Resur- 


rection. Here was the greatest archae- 
ological site on earth. Here was the 
visible, incontrovertible evidence of 


the reality of our Christian Faith and 
of the glorious risen Lord. 


The culmination of those years of 
research was that wonderful week in 
the Garden as guest of Rev. Solomon 
John Mattar, the keeper of the Garden. 
I shall never forget my journey to Je- 
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rusalem and my first glimpses of the 


Place of a Skull and the Tomb. 


The Middle East was reportedly suf- 
fering from the worst heat wave since 
1892. On that July day when we set 
off by car from Damascus, over the 
Syrian desert road, it was the peak of 
the heat wave. As the dry hot desert air 
played upon us through the open win- 
dows of the car, it seemed as if we were 


being dehydrated. 


When we reached Amman, capital of 
Jordan, the temperature was 110 de- 
grees. When we dipped down into the 
valley of the Jordan and the Dead Sea, 
it was 130 degrees. Everybody and ev- 
erything was hot. I was worried about 
my rolls of colored film of the nine 
countries I had previously visited. The 
little casettes, with each holding a roll, 
felt as if they had been on top of a hot 
stove. Fortunately all survived. 


It was a relief to pass the sea level 
mark as we climbed the winding Jeri- 
cho road, bound for Jerusalem. Then, 
silhouetted against the sky, we saw the 
Mount of Olives. Thrilling sight! 


As we rounded the Mount of Olives, 
the panorama of the City burst on our 
gaze. The car sped the last mile of the 
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way along the valley of the Kedron. 
The Mount of Olives rose majestically 
on our right. Mount Moriah, crowned 
with the battlemented. city wall, on our 
left. We arrived at the car depot north 
of the walled city. 


We walked the last few hundred 
yards of the Jericho Road, where it 
led through the artificial cutting separ- 
ating the North wall from the hill of 
Calvary. On our right, there it was! 


The 50 foot rocky hill. 


On its side, clearly discernible, were 
the crude features of the skull-like face 
from which the rocky eminence obtain- 
ed its name. Golgotha is Hebrew for 
the Place of a Skull, and Calvary is the 
Latin translation. 


Our eyes went to the top of the hill. 
It is a Moslem cemetery. On its highest 
point was a solitary tree. We visualiz- 
ed three crosses erected there long ago. 
There, on the center Cross, the Son of 
God had given the supreme sacrifice 
for the sins of the world. 


We continued walking. We passed 
the famous Damascus Gate on our left. 
Excavations in 1937 revealed the orig- 
inal gate underneath. It was through 
this gate that the Christ passed on His 
way to Calvary. The masonry of the 
excavation was clearly Herodian, thus 
establishing that the present north wall 
here follows the line of the wall which 
existed in the time of Christ. This gate 
was at the time of Christ, well within 
the city walls, .and Christ suffered 
“without the gate.” The true Calvary 
we had just seen. The true Tomb we 
would see in a few minutes. 


We turned to our right, away from 
the Damascus Gate. A few more yards, 
and to our right again, up a narrow 
passageway with high walls on both 
sides. We stopped at an entrance bear- 
ing the words “The Garden Tomb.” 
We rang the bell and were admitted. 
At last we were standing in the Garden 
of the Resurrection. 


The Garden was in the very shadow 
of Calvary’s hill. Near enough to be 
the place to which John referred when 
he wrote, “in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden.” 


It was beautiful. Winding paths, 
flower beds, shrubs and tall trees had 
been incorporated ‘into a pattern of 
restfulness and reverence. Here was a 
place free from the idolatry and super- 
stitious adornment of many other sac- 
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red sites. A setting fit for the archae- 
ological wonder we were to behold in 
a few minutes. 


Walking in the direction of the 
Tomb, we saw in an excavation, the an- 
cient wine press. One of the many 
proofs that this had been a Garden in 
ancient times. Then, through the trees, 
we saw it. The Tomb of the resurrected 
Christ. It was a glorious moment. 


I had gazed with wonder at the mag- 
nificent ruins of the Coliseum in Rome. 
and had thrilled at the sight of the 
Acropolis in Athens crowned with the 
Parthenon. I had climbed to the top of 
the Great Pyramid of Gizeh, and ex- 
plored hundreds of feet underneath it 
after midnight, but to behold the Res- 
urrection Tomb was the greatest exper- 
ience of all. 


It was just as I had anticipated from 
a study of photographs. There was the 
doorway with the place worn away on 
the step by thousands of feet during 
the early centuries. The window that 
dimly illuminated the interior. The 


masonry between the door and window~ 


that had been placed there as part of 
the restoration after the discovery by 
General Gordon about 70 years ago, 
for at some time in the past the front 
had been removed, probably to allow 
pilgrims or worshippers an easy view 
of the interior. 


Also, plainly visible, was the rock 
cut groove where the great stone rolled, 
and the places at either side where the 
roof vault of what could have been an 
early church, rested. 


I approached the doorway and slow- 
ly entered. Time seemed to stand still. 
I was in a rectangular rock cut Tomb. 
It was about 14 feet long and 10 wide. 
The roof was about seven feet high. 
Across the middle was a low wall, with 
a space in the center to step down. This 
divided the tomb into two sections. The 
far section had two rock cut spaces for 
bodies. 


The intention evidently had been to 
enclose them at the top and side with 
slabs of rock. The slabs were missing. 
The grave in the far corner was the one 
to which my attention was directed. It 
had projections at either end on which 
the angels sat who talked to Mary. 


There was a sloping piece of rock 
which served as a head rest for the 
body, and a hurriedly excavated space 
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for the feet. This space revealed the 
fact that a body had lain there, which 
was longer than that for which the 
Tomb had been prepared originally. 
The Tomb had been prepared by its 
owner, Joseph of Arimathaea, for him- 
self, but he never occupied it. He was 
buried, years later, at Glastonbury, 
England. 


The body of the crucified Christ was 
laid to rest on that spot. He was a tall 
man of probably over six feet. This 
fact has been revealed through study 
of the original sindona or grave shroud 
of Christ which is now in Turin, Italy. 
Because of His height, we see the rea- 
son for the foot excavation. 


I stood for a long time entranced. 
Then I stretched out on the place where 
that precious body had lain so long 
ago. My body lay where His had lain. 
My head rested where His had rested. 
The cold facts of archaeological re- 
search were translated into a warm 
spiritual experience. 


Scientists have examined the interior 
of the Tomb. They have applied appro- 
priate chemical tests to every part. 
Their unanimous conclusion is that no 
body ever decayed there. I thought of 
Psalm 16:10, “Neither wilt thou suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption.” 


As I lay there, my eyes moved to the 





opposite wall. At some time in the 
early centuries, someone had painted 
a cross there. In the four corners were 
Greek letters. They were the letters for 
Jesus Christ, Alpha and Omega, the 
first and the last. 


I was indeed in the Tomb which, 
more than anything else in the world 
except the Bible, declared the glorious 
truth that our Lord had triumphed over 
death. 


It is claimed that over 300 tombs 
in and ardund Jerusalem, have been 
examined by archaeologists, but the 
Garden Tomb is the only one that ful- 
fills every requirement of the Gospel 
record. 


It is outside the city and near the 
gate. It is in an ancient Garden and 
near the traditional place of execution. 
It has a groove for the rolling stone, a 
window, rock seats at the head and 
foot of the grave. The chances that 
there could’ be two such tombs both 
with so many detailed and similar char- 
acteristics and requirements, according 
to the law of chance, is so mathematic- 
ally improbable as to be impossible. 
Archaeologically speaking, we can say 
with confidence — this is it! 


That evening, I was welcomed into 
the circle of the Mattar family and 
made to feel at home. For an entire 
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week I lived in their home inside the 
Garden, exploring and photographing 
sacred places to my heart’s content. 


I could hardly sleep that first night. 


Not that my bed wasn’t comfortable. |: 


It was. The thrill of sleeping within a 
few yards of the resurrection Tomb of 
our Lord was so spiritually exhilarat- 
ing that my body and mind did not 
seem to need rest. 


Before dawn I arose, dressed, and 
slipped out quietly into thegcool breeze. 
I heard a sound behind me and turned 
quickly. It was the watchdog. He made 
no sound, but padded up and thrust 
his wet nose against my hand. He seem- 
ed trained to be quiet and reverent. 


The only sounds to be heard were 
the gentle sighing of the breeze through 
the trees, the hum of insects and the 
melodious notes of a songbird. Day 
was gently breaking. I approached the 
Tomb and sat down a few yards from 
the door. In the gentle light of the 
breaking dawn I read anew the story 
of that resurrection morning so long 
ago. 


I could picture in my mind every in- 
cident of that wonderful morning. The 
Gospel accounts took on fresh meaning. 
That morning to me was the sunrise of 
a new understanding of the triumph 
of His resurrection. 


Later, during the week, I descended 
on a swaying rope ladder far below 
the ground level of the Garden, into 
the huge rock excavation which some 
archaeologists believe to have been the 
headquarters of the early Church. 


We took some interesting photo- 
graphs and since returning to America, 
during our research, discovered in an 
ancient book what could possibly be 
the key to that which lies beyond two 
walled up doorways, down in this Un- 





derground Church. It is our hope and 
desire that this information may form 
the basis of new archaeological explor- 
ation underneath the Garden when the 
time seems propitious. 


It is a privilege and pleasure to share 
these memories and experiences with 
members of the Defender Family in 
this Easter season. 


DISCOURAGEMENT 





(PHERE IS an old allegory which tells 

how Satan called together a council 
of his servants to devise a method 
whereby they might make a good man 
sin. 


One evil spirit after another arose 
with a suggestion. Satan rejected each 
idea. “That will not do,” he exclaimed. 
“This man has tried it and knows bet- 
ter than that.” 


Finally one imp arose and said, “I 
will make him sin.” “And what will 
you do?” asked Satan, again. “I will 
discourage his soul,” was the short re- 
ply. “Ah, that will do,” cried Satan. 
“That will do. We shall conquer him 
now.” 


Discouragement is a trick of the en- 
emy more subtle, more deadly, than 
all other hazards along the pathway of 
life. It is the gateway which leads to 
evils of the worst sort, taking a fatal 
toll among good people. 


Satan is relentless in his attempts to 
destroy men and women by discour- 
agement. With some it is financial dif- 
ficulties, or the cares of this life. With 
others it is mistakes or failures in life. 
With still others it is the chains of 


habit which they have forged for them- | 


selves. 


There is one, and only one, solution 
to the problem. It is found in the 
words of Jesus: “Come unto me, all ye 
that labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest. Learn of me; and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls.” 


If I were to tell you that coming 
to Jesus ends all discouragement, it 
would be misleading. It does, howev- 
er, end all thoughts of despair. By de- 
spair I mean that utter loss of hope 
which seizes those without assurance. 
Even after you have entered into rest 
in Jesus you are still subject to temp- 
tations and to trials and testings of 
faith which, in the nature of things, 
tend to bring about discouragement. 


The Christian life, be it remembered, 
is a warfare in which you wrestle 
against spiritual enemies, “principali- 
ties and powers.” Naturally, the give 
and take of this intense battle wears on 
your feelings and moods. 


“How can I overcome discourage- 
ment?” you ask. Do these things. 
1. Recognize that all discouragement 
is from the devil. 2. Hand your dis- 
couragement over to the Lord and trust 
Him to conquer it for you. You must 
trust Him for victory over discourage- 
ment as you trusted Him at first for 
forgiveness of sin. 3. Look upon ad- 
versities, not as discouragements, but 
as testings which produce “top grade” 
material in your character. Just as 
lumber is “seasoned” by being allow- 
ed to stand for a period of months, so 
the troubles of life are a part of the 
“seasoning” process to which you are 
subjected by a loving Father Who 
knows best. By keeping this in view, 
you can “count it all joy,” as James 
says, even in the most trying situations.

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FLUORIDATION EXPERIMENT 


A Book Review 








HE DEVIN-ADAIR COMPANY, 

publishers of the new book, “The 
American Fluoridation Experiment,” 
feel that the last word on water fluori- 
dation has now been spoken. They are 
satisfied that the most recent discoveries 
and advanced knowledge was utilized 
by the authors (two noted physicians, 
M.D.’s) when preparing the treatise. 


Dr. G. L. Waldbott and Dr. F. B. 
Exner collaborated in constructing the 
contents, while James Rorty supplied 
the editorial touches. 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES 


Dr. Waldbott was born in Germany, 
January 14, 1898. He graduated from 
the University of Heidelberg with the 
degree of M.D., and came to the United 
States in 1924. 


He is a Fellow of the American Col- 
lege of Physicians, the American Acad- 
emy of Allergy, the American College 
of Chest Physicians and the American 
College of Allergists. Dr. Waldbott has 
published more than 125 medical pa- 
pers, most of them original research. 


Among his notable contributions to 
medical literature is the first complete 
fungus survey to be made in the United 
States, the first report on a death from 
“Seam the first article on Smokers’ 

espiratory Syndrome, now recognized 
as a common disease due to smoking. 
He now has on the press, articles based 
upon original research dealing with 
fluoride poisoning from drinking water. 


Dr. Exner spent his youth in North- 
field, Minnesota where his father was 
head of the chemistry department of 
Carleton College. In 1921 he graduated 
from this school, majoring in science 
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and mathematics. For a short time he 
served as a high school teacher of 
chemistry and physics. 


He graduated in medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota in 1927 and took 
further postgraduate work in physical 
chemistry and biostatistics. Dr. Exner 
has ehgaged in private practice since 
1933, spending most of the time in 
Seattle, Washington. 


He has served as consultant to the 
State Departments of Health and of Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation, and on the med- 
ical school faculty of the University of 
Washington. His contribution to solu- 
tion of the fluoridation problems repre- 
sents four years of intensive research. 


FIVE OBJECTIONS 


Five major reasons are given in the 
opening pages of this book for oppos- 
ing the use of fluorides in the public 
water systems of the United States. 


1. Fluoridation represents an unprec- 
edented enlargement of the responsi- 
bility and authority of the Public 
Health Service. 


2. It subjects the entire urban popu- 
lation to treatment with a medication 
designed to benefit only a comparative 
few. 


3. The program provides no ade- 
quate control of the dosage with re- 
spect to the requirements and toleranc- 
es of individual patients, who may be 
young or old, well or sick, allergic or 
malnourished. 


4, The results of the treatment can- 
not be psedicted, since by its own ad- 
mission the Public Health Service has 
conducted no adequate preliminary 
studies of the effects of artificially 
fluoridated water on children and none 
whatever of the effects upon adults. Au- 
thorities agree that, although other or- 
gans are affected sooner, it takes from 
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ten to twenty-five years for the cumu- 
lative effects of fluorides on teeth and 
bones to manifest themselves. Hence, 
not until 1965, at least, will it be known 
whether fluoridation is either safe or 
genuinely efficacious. 


“There is perhaps a fifth respect in 
which the program is unique,” says the 
Introduction. “This is the first time that 
the official sponsors of a public health 
measure have censored, intimidated, 
and regimented the interested. health 
professions. It is the first time that 
public health officials have deliberately 
falsified, distorted, and suppressed 
scientific evidence tending to impugn 
the safety of a public’ health measure.” 


It is also charged that “over 28,000,- 
000 Americans are being subjected by 
our health authorities, with or without 
their consent, to treatment with a cum- 
ulatively poisonous drug.” 


The full effects of this “treatment” 
cannot be presently predicted because 
of the gradual (but deadly) results up- 
on the body which accompanies its use. 
A decade will pass before the damage 
can be accurately appraised. 


Already, however, persons suffering 
from incipient fluoride poisoning are 
under care in many of the fluoridated 
cities. The health of countless thou- 
sands, the allergic, the nephritic and the 
malnourished is endangered. 


The adverse results of The American 
Fluoridation Experiment are known to 
the Authors, and have been checked 
and verified. They feel the public should 
be warned, not so much emotionally, 
as by the presentation of compounded 
scientific facts. 


Known pernicious effects call for the

immediate abandonment of the fluori- 
dation program, “before it is liquidated 
by the undeniable realities of a nation- 
al diaster,” say the Authors. 


KIDNEY DAMAGE 


Both advocates and opponents of 
fluoridation agree that fluorides, added 
to drinking water, introduce poisons 
for human bodies to handle. 


The chapter, “Physiological Action 
of Fluorides,” traces the effect of the 
dose on the tissues contacted — lips, 
teeth, tongue, mucous linings of the 
mouth, esophagus, stomach and intes- 
tines. When consumed in solution, as 
in the case of fluoridated water, no 
digestion is needed, and the poison sub- 
stances are almost completely absorbed 
into the blood. 


Having entered the blood stream, the 
next important thing to know is how 
the fluoride is removed and its deadly 
effect mitigated or intensified. Obvious- 
ly not all human bodies may be ex- 
pected to react the same way. Some are 
certain to possess greater resistance 
than others. 


The reader learns that minute 
amounts pass back from the blood into 
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the bowels and are eliminated. Small 
particles are lost in perspiration. Tiny 
amounts disappear when teeth which 
contain fluoride are pulled. The chief 
way the body gets rid of fluoride is by 
means of the kidneys, which remove 
it from the blood and thence out in the 
urine. 

Dr. Exner says: “It has been proved 
that the amount put out by the kidneys 
is always less than the body takes in. 
The result is that the amount of fluor- 
ide in the body increases continuously 
over the years. That is why it is called 


‘cumulative poison’.” 


If the kidneys are defective in such 
a way that their power to expel fluor- 
ide is reduced, it will accumulate rapid- 
ly in the body, and make the results of 
the poisoning more immediate and se- 
vere. 

Good kidneys can be damaged by 
fluoride, thereby creating a vicious 
circle by which kidney damage causes 
increased poison retention, which in 
turn causes more kidney trouble. While 
the kidneys are constantly exposed to 
attack in bodies which consume con- 
taminated drinking water, other parts 
of the anatomy may also be damaged. 


“There are other ways by which 
fluoride can be removed from the 
blood without leaving the body,” con- 
tinues Dr. Exner. “In fact, the only 
known damage which the fluoride can 
do while it is in the blood is to inter- 
fere with clotting. We suspect that there 
may be other effects, but we are not 
sure ... Fluoride in large amounts has 
recently been found in many kidney 
stones; but whether it plays a part in 
causing the stones has not yet been de- 
termined.” 

Thereupon, the chapter under con- 
sideration discusses the effect of fluor- 
ides on the enzymes of the body. Al- 
most all physiological processes are 
carried on by the action of these chem- 
ical activators (enzymes). 

When sugar is burned, it gives off 


more heat in the process, thereby com- 
bining with oxygen to form carbon 
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dioxide and liberate energy. The body 
derives most of its energy from the 
oxidation of sugar, but this is accom- 
plished at body temperature. Appro- 
priate enzymes carry the sugar through 
a series of transformations which liber- 
ate the energy. 


There are other reactions continu- 
ously occurring in the body, carried on 
by these enzyme activators. The en- 
zymes themselves are produced by the 
action of other enzymes, and the raw 
materials come, of course, from the 
food consumed. 


Dr. Exner says: “It has long been 
established that fluorides interfere with 
action of a great many enzymes. Not 
all enzymes are affected, but the ac- 
tion when it occurs is very powerful 
and takes place at unbelievably low 
concentrations of fluoride. We must 
also remember that when any one 
stage of a particular action is stopped, 
the whole process stops.” 


There is much more to this import- 
ant chapter of the book, but the fore- 
going discussion must suffice, due to 
space limitations for the present re- 
view. 


FLUORINE INTOXICATION e 


The fluorine used to pollute and poi- 
son water supplies is produced in alum- 
inum, steel and fertilizer plants. Ani- 
mals grazing near these places inhale 
fumes and become victims of chronic 
fluoride intoxication. 


They become lifeless and thin. Their 
coats become coarse. They lie down 
and get up with difficulty. They limp 
and stand with curved, stiff backs and 
stiff hindquarters. Swellings appear at 
the joints, exostoses on ribs and bones 
of head and shoulders. In the young, 
the teeth become mottled and later de- 
velop brown and black stains. 


Like chronic intoxication from other 
toxic chemicals, not a single organ ap- 
pears to be exempt from injury. The 
whole system is pulled down. Humans 
and animals die of “general cachexia” 
which means simply wasting away. 
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The above facts are garnered from 
Dr. Waldbott’s chapter entitled, “In- 
cipient Fluorine Intoxication.” 


He continues: “The literature on in- 
toxication from drinking natural fluor- 
ide water, ranging in concentrations 
from two to sixteen parts per million, 
concerns itself mostly with bones and 
teeth. In some areas, universal mottling 
or dental fluorosis with bone and joint 
involvement is encountered in the popu- 
lation. The major changes are harden- 
ing of the bones, lime deposits in liga- 
ments and tendons and exostosis of 
bones. In most of these studies, rela- 
tively little attention has been given to 
symptoms attributable to damage in 
other organs.” 


Dr. Waldbott has personally studied 
the effects of fluorides upon a great 
many human bodies and compiled nu- 
merous case histories, some of which 
are shared with his readers in these 
pages. The facts set forth are most re- 
vealing. 


“Case No. 19. Mrs. H.M., age 49, of 
Saginaw, Michigan, had lived as a 
child near Toronto, where the well 
water was said to contain fluorine. Her 
brother, sister and mother had ‘gray 
teeth’ and ‘back trouble.’ She, herself, 
had suffered from. ‘rheumatism’ until 
she moved away at the age of nineteen 


“During July, 1953, two years and 
three months after Saginaw had fluori- 
dated its water supply, she noted a 
peculiar gnawing sensation in her stom- 
ach after eating, ‘as though there was 
something burning inside.’ Simultan- 
eously, there was increasing stiffness 
and pain in the spine, relieved some- 
what by using a board in her bed. 


“The hands began to tingle in the 
areas about the fourth and fifth fingers; 
when peeling potatoes she was unable 
to finish. She lost control of her legs, 
which ‘seemed to collapse’ under her. 
Gradually, she developed severe muscu- 
lar pains in arms and legs. 


“Throat, eyes and nose became ex- 
tremely dry; the more she drank, the 
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thirstier she became. Her head became 
‘foggy,’ her thinking, ‘not clear;’ the 
fingernails brittle and ridged; the hair 
began to fall out. 


“On hot days, the general weakness, 
mental sluggishness and dryness of the 
throat was especially enhanced. Be- 
cause of greater consumption of water 
at this time, she began to suspect that 
drinking water aggravated her con- 
dition. 

“On October 19, 1953, she started 
to use bottled water for drinking and 
distilled water for cooking. Within a 
few days her illness began to clear up; 
the pain in the stomach and dryness in 
the mouth improved first; the backache 
and muscular pains lasted for about 
three more weeks; the nails became 
normal after several months. She has 
been in perfect health since ...”

Of the more than a score of chapters 
which “The American Fluoridation Ex- 
periment” contains, only two have been 
examined (partially) in this review. 
There are great depths, scientific 
depths, remaining untouched. 

No review could do such a monu- 
mental work justice. This is a book to 
be studied, not merely read! 











There remains, however, one point 
that demands emphasis. It appears in 
the chapter, “How the Public Health 
Service Answers Questions,” by James 
Rorty. Through personal contact with 
government agencies, he came upon 
rank deception and duplicity. This is 
verified by a lengthy exchange of let- 
ters with a highly placed official in the 
Public Health Service at Washington.

Third, before thus forcing the Arabs 
to flee the land of their birth, the State 
of Israel rebelled against the mandate 
of the United Nations and made open 
and brutal war on England which at 
the time exercised a protectorate over 
that country. 

Fourth, the effort to make it appear 
that the Arabs had voluntarily fled 
their country, while peacefully treated 
by the State of Israel, is false, as the 
members of the United Nations know 
full well, and yet this “report” above 
referred to, seeks to make it appear 
that without provocation or mistreat- 
ment by the State of Israel, this mi- 
gration took place. This makes the 
United Nations a party to vicious and 
inexcusable deceit. 


Fifth, since the Arabs did flee for 
their lives, some of them losing them 
as they fled, the United Nations has 
sought in every manner possible, as 
it seeks in this “report,” to put the 
blame for the whole tragedy upon the 
Arabs themselves. 


Sixth, in the face of undeniable facts 
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to the contrary, the United Nations 
seeks to justify the State of Israel in 
her dispossession of the Arabs, driving 
them penniless from their homes, per- 
mitting some to die of starvation and 
exposure in their flight and even rid- 
dling many of the fleeing refugees with 
bullets. This “report” to which I refer 
seems written especially for that pur- 
pose. 


Seventh, the United Nations has a 
department or group given over to the 
discussion of racial equality and the 
freedom of all people from want and 
unfair treatment. This “arm” of the 
United Nations has been presided over 
for some time by Mrs. Franklin Roose- 
velt. If éver through this agency or any 
other agency of the United Nations, 
justice or even mercy has been extend- 
ed to these Arab refugees, I have failed 
to find a factual account of it. 


This, in spite of the fact that by ac- 
tual right of international law these 
refugees still own much of the land 
over which the State of Israel now 
holds sway and for the support of 
which State of Israel, America and 
other nations are asked to put up mul- 
tiplied millions of dollars. If any of 
these millions have gone to feed the 
starving Arabs,I have never heard of it. 


When some of my brethren get 
shouting happy over this kind of thing 
being within the will and purpose of 
God and make Him a party to such 
robbery and plunder, I confess that my 
heart fails me. I can not go with them. 
If this be the restoration of the Israel 
of God, I have not only misread Scrip- 
ture but I do not understand the moral 
attitude of Jehovah. 


More than that, the State of Israel is 
governed by, controlled by and made 
up of those, a majority of whom are 
not remotely Israelites. Certainly, they 
are not Christian Israelites. Thousands 
of Christian Arabs have been dis- 
possessed, driven out and banished 
from their homes and the land of their 
nativity. America calls herself a Chris- 
tian nation and yet she turns the back 
of her hand to her fellow Christian 
Arabs and goes into her pockets with 
every new “drive” for the shekels de- 
manded by the State of Israel. 


The Anti-Defamation League, a sub- 
versive organization, read my name in- 
to the Congressional Record for ex- 
pressing sentiment like this, and yet 
there are thousands of patriotic Jews 
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who would gladly join me in declaring 
that this whole monstrous outrage is 
one of the most gigantic swindles and 
infamous rackets that history has ever 
recorded. And the United Nations is 
a party to it. It is a bloody thing. 


All this humanitarian twaddle eman- 
ating from the United Nations sounds 
like the sorriest brass indeed, while lit- 
tle babies die along the roadsides of 
the country where Christ said, “Suffer 
little children to come unto me and for- 
bid them not.”

a people were driven from their fire- 
sides and made world paupers almost 
overnight. 











| MIDDLE EAST CRISIS 


A CORDING to Zionist propaganda 

being fed the American people, one 
would gain an impression that Egypt- 
ians should feel flattered for having 
been assaulted last November by such 
fine people.

POISON IN FOODS 


(Editor’s Note: On the same day 
early in March that Congressman Din- 
gell inserted Food & Drug Adminis- 
tration falsehoods in the Congression- 
al Record attacking the Hoxsey can- 
cer cure, Congressman Burdick issued 
the following release demanding an in- 
vestigation of this federal agency.) 


























R. H. W. WILEY was installed as 

chief of the Chemical Department 
of the Department of Agriculture in 
1883 and held this position until 1912. 
Through his efforts the Pure Food and 
Drug Act was passed by Congress in 
1906 and that Acct is still on the books. 
It made it a crime to adulterate foods, 
but the law has never been enforced, 
so that today poisons are being inject- 
ed into food without limit, while the 
people believe they are protected by 
this law. 


To show that the system of drug- 
ging food is still continuing unabated, 
Mr. Folsom, Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare in 1956, made this 
statement: 


“A recent compilation shows that 
approximately 500 chemical materials 
are being added directly to food for 
various purposes. The Food & Drug 
Administration estimates that 150 of 
these 500 chemicals have not been ade- 
quately tested to show that they are 
harmless.” 


The Consumer Reports for 1956 
reads: “An important group of chemi- 
cals thought to be safe are synthetic 
dyes used to color food, 
cosmetics. Today 16 have been certi- 
fied by the Federal Drug Administra- 
tion for. use in food. Since 
food dyes have been re-examined for

The poisons used in Coca Cola are 
clearly in violation of the Wiley law, 
but the Coca Cola business goes mer- 
rily on. A tooth immersed in _ this 
drink has been proved to be totally 
dissolved in 30 days, yet chemicals are 
used in city water supplies to prevent 
tooth decay, without any competent 
analysis to indicate what deleterious 
effects may result. 


In 1953 the production of “surface- 
action chemicals,” many of which are 
used to improve the stability of such 
foods as bread, cake mixes and des- 
serts, reached 921,000,000 pounds. 
“Agene” was used for 30 years to 


‘bleach flour, until the University of 


Aberdeen, Scotland, found it caused 
running fits in dogs and affected the 
mentality of humans. After several 
years this “Agene” was replaced with 
a chemical called “Alloxan,” a. poison 
used in experimental Iaboratories to 
induce diabetes in animals. 


Over 1000 chemicals have been used 
in foods. About 500 have now been 
discarded, and of this 500, 150 have 
not been scientifically tested. Of those 
which have been tested several have 
been found carcinogenic (cancer- 
causing). 


I am receiving material and pro- 
tests on this subject from all parts of 
the country. As one example indicat- 
ing the serious danger of this practice, 
I quote Dr. William E. Smith, of En- 
glewood, New Jersey, cancer research- 
er, who said “cancer-inducing chem- 
ical additives and dyes are going into 
food for human consumption.” 


There seems to be a 
conspiracy between the big chemical

companies and the American Medical 
Association and the Food and Drug 
Administration to inject these poison- 
ous chemicals into food, not for the 


safety of public health, but for the 
profits arising from the manufacture 

















the records leaves little in doubt as to 
the facts of this conspiracy. 








The proper committees of Congress 
should make a thorough investigation. 
If we have ample laws. now, they should 
be enforced. If not, then new laws 
should be enacted. One way to avoid 
cancer is to not create it by eating 
poisoned foods.

HATE GROUPS 
BACK DOWN 


ONSIDERABLE interest has _ been 

aroused over the action taken by 
Jewish individuals and organizations 
to ban the singing of Christmas carols 
and other yuletide festiv'ties in the pub- 
lic schools of Sierra Madre, California 
— come December this year. 


The March Defender explained what 
was happening in this beautiful little 
city, apparently chosen as a_ proving 
ground with its public school children 
serving as guinea pigs for a vicious 
experiment. 


Reference was made to the fact that 
during February the American Jewish 
Committee with headquarters in New 
York announced a _ nationwide pro- 
gram of action against Christmas cele- 
brations in schools. Its directive was 
captioned, “Christmas in July.” 


This was explained to mean_ that 
Jews should not wait this year, as in 
other years, to start opposing Christ- 
mas activities at the last minute. Oppo- 
sition should be in full swing by July. 
The order contained this paragraph: 


“For schools where the existing situ- 
ation needs remedying, the most effec- 
tive way is to undertake a sober, year- 
round program designed to acquaint 
the Christian clergy, the school person- 
nel and others, with the views held by

Just why Sierra Madre should have 
been selected as a place for the experi- 
ment remains a mystery, but the attack 
was sparked by a letter of protest to 
the local school board from a Jewish 
family.

Finally, at a meeting held the night 
of March 25th, the board backed down 
and reversed itself. A local newspaper 
for the next day started its report with 
these words: “Sierra Madre School 
Children Will Have Their Christmas

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MIRACLES OF GRACE 


IN THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 








“The fruit of the righteous is a tree 
of life; and he that winneth souls is 
wise.” Proverbs 11:30. 


BETWEEN the southern tip of Flor- 

ida and the headlands of South 
America there is a string of approxi- 
mately one thousand islands, large and 
small, like so many links in a chain. 
They have been called “stepping stones 
between two continents.” Geologists be- 
lieve these spots of land or cayos, to be 
the tops of a mountain range that once 
formed a huge bridge between North 
and South America. 

The four islands which have risen 
highest from the ocean depths, and are 
believed to be still rising, comprise 
what is known as the Greater Antilles 
— Cuba, Jamaica, Puerto Rico, the 
Dominican Republic and Haiti. 











Ancient Greeks entertained a myth 
regarding a populated land supposed 
to exist somewhere beyond the western 
seas. Legends are usually rooted in 
fragments of truth. The theory has 
been advanced that a sea captain out of 
ancient Carthage, wandered beyond the 
coasts of Africa in search of trade 
routes and came back with a knowledge 
of a faraway land. 


Years became centuries and gradual- 
ly, during the period known as the 
Renaissance, a concept took form in 
the mind of Europe, that a short cut 
to a new world would some day be 
found. Cristobal Colon made the dis- 
covery in 1492, but long before his 
voyage, a fund of knowledge regarding 
the rotundity of the earth had develop- 
ed from legends and scientific learning. 


It is a singular fact that in the year 
1434 a Genoese cosmographer made a 
map, still extant, which showed an is- 
land remarkably near the location of 
Cuba, bearing the name Antilia. The 
following words appear with the draw- 





ing, “newly discovered island.” This ex- 
plains the origin of the modern word, 
“Antilles” and strongly suggests that 
some unknown, unnamed, gallant fig- 
ure had previously ventured far. 


A traveler who recently flew over 
the islands of the West Indies, speaks 
of their natural beauty: “Gowned with 
luxurious tropic foliage, illuminated 
with the flame of myriad flowers — 
when viewed from the air, each island 
appears to be set in a frame of crystal- 
clear water of varying tints and hues.” 


Columbus reached the tiny island of 
San Salvador, on October 12, 1492. 
Actually, the first colony of white men 
was established in what is now known 
as the Dominican Republic. Originally 
called Santo Domingo, it became the 
cornerstone of the Spanish colonial em- 
pire in the west. The principal city was 
founded August 4, 1496 by the brother 
of Christopher Columbus. It is now 
known as Ciudad Trujillo. 


The foreign missionary department 
of the Defenders organization entered 
the Dominican Republic in 1947 as 
part of an expansion program originat- 
ing on its mission field in nearby Puer- 
to Rico. It is a testimony to the vision 
and loyalty of Puerto Rican Christians 
that, out of “their deep poverty” (II 
Corinthians 8:2), they should have ini- 
tiated a Gospel ministry on a neighbor- 
ing island. 

Miracles of grace are being wrought. 
A number of Church congregations 
have been established, both in cities 
and the interior. Dominican converts 
have gone to Puerto Rico for training 
in the Defenders Theological Seminary. 


Emphasis is placed upon evangelism, 
guided by the principle that when souls 
are won to Christ and their hearts 
changed, living conditions and social 
relationships automatically conform. 
Dominicans make fine Christians.

and the relationships of Christ’s dis- 
ciples are revealed more clearly and 
more forcefully than ever before.” 


After identifying each man accord- 
ing to the records found in the four 
Gospels, Dr. Goodspeed groups them 
in pairs like they appear in Mark. 


Peter and Andrew. No doubt these 
men had been in John’s meetings at the 
Jordan some weeks before. Andrew al- 
so appears in Mark as joint occupant 
ot Peter’s house in Capernaum. Jesus 
often made use of their boat on preach- 
‘ng and healing missions around the 
lake. For some reason Andrew became 
obscure, being barely mentioned in the 
Acts of the Apostles, and never in the 
New Testament letters or the Revela- 
tion. Forgeries appeared in the third 
century, attributing fantastic teachings 
to Andrew, which Dr. Goodspeed ex- 
plodes. 


James and John. The second pair of 
apostles, like the first, were brothers, 
and fishermen by profession. Jesus call- 
ed them. Boanerges, that is “sons of 
thunder.” He chose them to view the 
transfiguration demonstration. James 
was the first of the Twelve to die a 
martyr’s death, beheaded on orders of 
Herod Agrippa. Of John’s martyrdom 
there is no record, only tradition. 


Philip and Bartholomew. There are 
actually three Philips in the New Tes- 
tament narrative. The apostle is not to 
be confused with the “deacon” and the 
“missionary.” Philip was present when 
John the Baptist saluted the Saviour 
as “the lamb of God.” Two days later, 
Jesus invited Philip to accompany Him 
who, in turn brought Nathanael Bar- 
tholomew. Little is recorded regarding 
the latter for the reason that his labors 
took him to remote areas. Eusebius, 
writing in A.D. 326 demonstrated that 





Bartholomew “carried the Gospel to 
India.” 

Thomas and Matthew. The incident 
of Thomas being absent when other 
disciples had their convincing experi- 
ence of Christ’s resurrection, led to his 
doubts, causing him to become a repre- 
sentative of the doubting type of mind. 
He had previously reflected despairing 
courage when, approaching Jerusalem 
with the fatalistic remark: “Let us go 
also, and die with him.” Matthew is 
one of the few apostles concerning 
whom we have a complete account. 


James and Thaddeus. This James is 
spoken of as James the Less, probably 
because he was shorter than James the 
son of Zebedee. Little is known of the 
life and work of Thaddeus, because his 
travels carried him great distances 
from the Palestine scene. He is credited 
with having taken the Gospel to far- 
away Armenia. 


Simon the Zealot and Judas. Simon 
also visited remote places. The Zealots 
were a political party, revolutionary in 
nature. There is no record of Simon he- 
ing associated with this group after be- 
coming associated with the Christ. The 
story of Judas is a cause for revulsion.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “RISEN.” 


“As it began to dawn.” These words 
indicate the time of the day when the 
two women discovered the Saviour’s 
tomb to be empty. Not only a new dav 
was dawning, but also a new hope for 
humanity. 

All members of the human race, 
whether backward or civilized, have 
always had one thing in common, 
namely, a desire for knowledge regard- 
ing life after death — assurance of sur- 
vival after the dissolution of the body. 
This query cannot be satisfied by phil- 
osophical explanations. Nor can it be 
met by sentimental speculations about 
immortality. 


The resurrection of Christ gives the 
answer. He passed through the portals 
of death, and returned from the other 
side, thereby submitting positive proof. 
This answered affirmatively, the age 
old question, “If a man die, shall he 
live again?” (Job 14:14) 


Easter verifies Christ’s deity. See 
John 10:17-18. It gives vigor to evan- 
gelical preaching. See I Corinthians 
15:3-4. It gives vitality to Christian 
experience. See Matthew 28:8. 


It gives incentive to divine worship. 
See Acts 20:7. It gives force to soul

winning. I Corinthians 15:58 and II 
Corinthians 5:15. It gives hope for the 
future. See I Corinthians 15:19. 


There were friends at the burial of 
Christ. Joseph of Arimathaea, a rich 
man, provided the tomb and in doing 
so fulfilled the prophecy of Isaiah 53:9. 
Nicodemus, perhaps a member of the 
Sanhedrin, helped officiate. The two 
Marys, Magdalene and the mother of 
James and Joses, were a_ respectful 
distance away “sitting over against the 
sepulchre.” Thus, they knew where to 
find the burial place hours later. 


There were enemies at the burial of 
Christ. The Jews demanded that Pilate 
place a special guard at the tomb and 
seal its entrance with a stone, saying: 
“Sir, we remember that that deceiver 
said, while he was yet alive, After 
three days I will rise again.” Their re- 
quest was granted, and the breaking of 
the Roman seal by angelic hands, for- 
ever silenced those who might other- 
wise question the validity of the resur- 
rection story. Said the angel: “He is 
risen.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
28:8. 


“And they departed quickly from 
the sepulchre with fear and great joy.” 


A well-known writer says: “The 
Resurrection is the Great Divide of hu- 
man history.” A little girl asked her 
mother: “What’s behind the sunset?” 
Jesus gave the answer. 


The disciples were frightened and in- 
timidated by events at the Cross. They 
had banked everything on the Man who 
died. His triumph over death turned 
fear into courage and rejoicing. 


It brought joy to the disciples (and 
to us). Christ became “the firstfruits 
of them that slept,” the pattern and ex- 
ample, assuring His followers of simi- 
lar triumph over the grave.

(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST HAS 
ALL POWER. 


There was something strange and re- 
markable about the meeting of the five 
hundred in Galilee which took place 
immediately after the resurrection. 
Paul speaks of it in I Corinthians 15:6, 


The Saviour made the appointment 


before His passion. After the institu-’ 


tion of the Lord’s Supper, perhaps on 
the way to the Garden of agony, He 
told the disciples: “After I am risen 
again, I will go before you into Gali- 
lee.” (Matthew 26:32) 

An angel confirmed the appoint- 
ment: “Go quickly, and tell his discip- 
les that he is risen from the dead; and, 
behold, he goeth before you into Gali- 
lee; there shall ye see him: lo, I have 
told you.” (Matthew 28:7) 


“And as they went to tell his discip- 
les, behold, Jesus met them.” (Matthew 
28:9) “Then said Jesus unto them, Be 
not afraid: go tell my brethren that 
they go into Galilee, and there shall 
they see me.” {Matthew 28:10) Thus 
the meeting on the mountain was well- 
announced. 

“All power is given unto me in hea- 
ven and in earth,” was His pronounce- 
ment. He had just conquered “the last 
enemy,” death. Out of this authority, 
came the Great Commission — a de- 
mand that we not only believe on Kim, 
but roll up our sleeves and go to work! 


The universal character of His pro- 
gram was indicated. “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them.” 
This was exactly the opposite of the 
self-centered, egotistic nationalism of 
Jewry which regarded themselves as 
being especially “chosen” and other 
races, dogs.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “EDEN.” 


We have before us the first of ten 
lessons in Genesis, the book of begin- 
nings. Creation, sin and redemption are 
its principal themes. Man is portrayed 
as a rebel, and while justice demanded 
judgment, a loving God (in whose 
image he was created) would purpose- 
ly seek his redemption. The plan of sal- 
vation, which found completion at Cal- 
vary, is potential in this book. 


Divine inspiration reveals the origin 
of man. Had there been kinship and 
descent from the animal kingdom, the 
matter would have been noted. On the 
contrary, man’s creation is presented 
as the crowning act of an all-wise, all- 
powerful and loving Creator. 


The atheist who says “There is no 
God” is refuted. The polytheist who 
worships many gods is enlightened. The 
pantheist who identifies God with na- 
ture is corrected. The materialist who, 
in childlike incredulity, regards the un- 
iverse as the product of chance, is dis- 
illusioned. The believer who regards 
God as a personal Father is confirmed 
in his belief. 


On his physical side, man is of the 
earth. His body returns to dust. The 
most important words of Genesis 2:7 
are “and man became a living soul” — 
a soul big enough, and possessing ca- 
pacities, capable of housing deity. 


The word “Eden,” depicting the gar- 
den in which man found _ himself, 
means “pure delight.” What a pity that 
its bliss should have been turned to 
suffering, sorrow, discord and death! 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS GENESIS 
2:17. 


“But of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it: 
for in the day that thou eatest thereof 
thou shalt surely die.” 


The Jamieson, Fausset & Brown 
Commentary speaks of the “tree of life” 
as a “symbolic character, a sign and 
seal of immortal life.” The same source 
regards the “tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil” as a “test of obedience 
by which our first parents were to be 
tried, whether they would be good or 
bad, obey God or break His com- 
mands.” 


Man is shown here to be a free moral 
agent. He has the power to accept or 
reject, to say yes or no. God will never 
unhinge humans inwardly, take away 
their capacities of free moral agency 
and reduce them to automatons. 


Sin presupposes the will of man 
placed at cross purposes with the In- 
finite. Salvation presupposes the will 
of man yielded to the Infinite. Wrong 
exercise of choice resulted in the spirit- 
ual collapse and death of the Adamic 
race, expulsion from God. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THERE ARE 
TWO ADAMS. 


All human beings belong to one of 
two groups, the old race or the new 
race. As Adam is the federal head of 
the first race, Christ Jesus is the federal 
head of the new race. In-Christed souls 
are new creatures, members of a new 
creation. “For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive.” 
(I Corinthians 15:22) 


“The first man Adam was made a 
living soul; the last Adam was made 
a quickening spirit.” (I Corinthians 
15:45) The Adamic creation was flesh; 
the new creation is spirit. “That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh; and that 
which is born of the Spirit is spirit.” 
(John 3:6) 


Today’s lesson tells of a “deep sleep” 
coming upon the first Adam, and a 
bride being removed from his side. 


A deep sleep of death came over the 
second Adam on Calvary, at which 
time His side was opened by a spear 
and “forthwith came there out blood 
and water” for the creation of His 
bride, the Church. See John 3:28-29; 
II Corinthians 11:2; Ephesians 5:25- 
32 and Revelation 19:7-8. 
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There is a human side to all 
our lives that requires basic 
knowledge, and _ scriptural 
teaching, on this delicate sub- 
ject.

EMORY TEXT: “Let the wicked 
forsake his way, and the unright- 
eous man his thoughts; and let him 
return unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, for 
he will abundantly pardon.”

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “IMAGE.” 


“So God created man in his image.” 
This could not possibly refer to man’s 
physical nature for the reason that 
“God is a spirit” and “No man hath 
seen God at any time.” The original 
moral and spiritual image became dis- 
torted by sin. 


Man was made the possessor of cer- 
tain unique qualities which remained 
indestructible, no matter what he did. 
His personality was basically spirit and 
this assured him of resources surpass- 
ing anything in the lower kingdoms. 
He is a free moral agent and can come 
closer to the likeness of God, or move 
further away. Man possesses powers of 
choice. 


These moral and spiritual capacities 
differentiate humans from _ animals. 
Man is equipped for “dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over every living thing” 
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because he has a soul, mind and spirit 
(the God image) superior to the lower 
orders of life. “For thou hast made 
him a little lower than the angels, and 
hast crowned him with glory and hon- 
our.” (Psalm 8:5) 


The third chapter of Genesis records 
the temptation and fall of man. From 
what exalted heights to tragic depths 
man fell, only God could see, but see- 
ing He was moved by infinite compas- 
sion to provide a way of escape. This 
resulted in grace being bestowed upon 


Noah (and us). 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF THE LES- 
SON IS GENESIS 6:8. 


“But Noah found grace in the eyes 
of the Lord.” 


This is the first reference to grace 
in the Bible, a term meaning undeserv- 
ed kindness resulting from mercy, 
which was to be later expanded into a 
basic New Testament doctrine. (Ro- 
mans 3:24; 5:20; Ephesians 2:8). 


The first civilization is known for 
its crime and moral rottenness. “And 
God saw that the wickedness of man 
was great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually.” Who 
will say that this description of the 
antedeluvian world does not fit twen- 
tieth century civilization? 


The publication “Bluebook” carries 
this item: “A woman in Manhattan who 
died several years ago willed her estate 
to God. To settle the estate a case was 
filed in the courts, naming God as ‘a 
party thereof.” A summons was issued 
and the court went through the motions 
of trying to serve it. The final report 
stated: ‘After due and diligent search, 
God cannot be found in New York 
City’.” 

Satan conceived a plan to extermin- 
ate the race through mass corruption, 
thinking thereby to destroy the prom- 
ised blood line from Eden to the Man- 
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ger, but one family proved good 
enough to survive and the line was pre- 


served. “And Noah walked with God.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: NOAH'S CAR- 
PENTERS FAILED TO ENTER THE 
ARK. 


There was a great Deluge exactly as 
described in Genesis. Geology attests 
this fact. Records and traditions of the 
event have been discovered among 
peoples in many parts of the world, in- 
cluding the American Indian. (He- 
brews 11:7) 


Concerning the vessel) Noah con- 
structed, the People’s Bible Encyclo- 
pedia says: “It was made of gopher 
wood (cypress) on account of its light- 
ness and durability. A covering of 
pitch (bitumen) was laid on inside and 
outside to make it water tight. It ap- 
pears to have been built in the form 
of a chest, with flat bottom and flat 
roof, being intended not for sailing, 
but merely to float upon the water.” 


The Ark was 547 feet long, 91 feet 
2 inches wide, and 47 feet 2 inches 
high, containing many compartments 
and a window at the top. 


Noah devoted long years to preach- 
ing repentance and constructing the 
vessel, but the antedeluvians proved in- 
corrigible. He was ridiculed. His warn- 
ing went unheeded. Obviously he and 
his sons had to have help, aptly called 
“Noah’s carpenters,” who worked on 
the Ark but failed to enter. 


These carpenters, and all who heard 
Noah’s witness and rejected, typify 
those who today live in the shadow of 
churches, benefit from the Gospel, but 
reject its claims and will ultimately 
perish. “And the flood came, and took 
them all away.” (Matthew 24:39)

ABRAHAM IN THE 
BLOOD LINE 


Gen. Chapters 12, 15, 16, 17, 22. 
Gal. 3:16: Heb. 11:8-10. 











MEMORY TEXT: “Shew me thy 
ways; teach me thy paths.” Psalm 
25:4. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson 
is as follows: 


A. Abraham called. Genesis 12:1. 

B. Abraham blessed. Genesis 12:2. 

C. Abraham’s vision. Hebrews 11:8-10. 

D. Christians enjoy fulfillment of the promises 
made to Abraham. Galatians 3:16. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “FAITH.” 


Ur was a flourishing city, and the 
most wicked spot on earth, in the days 
of Abraham. It represented the high- 
est civilization achieved by man up un- 
til that time. Its origin is veiled in ob- 
scurity. 


An authority on ancient peoples 
says: “When Abraham left Ur, a citi- 
zen of no mean city, to wander into 
lands almost unknown, he left behind 
him all that civilization had been able 
to achieve and went out in pursuit of 
higher ideals.” 


Actually Abraham was not in Ur at 
the time he received the call, “Get thee 
out of thy country.” He was with his 
father, Terah, on a cool, shaded, water- 
ed, green oasis at a desert place called 
Haran. Terah had rebelled against the 
luxury and dissipation of Ur and 
dreamed of entering Canaan. But the 
beauties and advantages of Haran in- 
trigued him. 


Abraham had great possessions and 
a large party. The day came for him 
to leave Haran and pioneer new areas. 
He was a rugged individualist and be- 
longed to “the company of the daring.” 
No shady oases or sheltered life for 
him! He preferred to blaze new trails, 
even though it took him through desert 
and danger. 


Members of his company probably 
grumbled about leaving the comforts 
of Haran, but there burned in Abra- 
ham’s soul, a vision and a_ passion, 
to go forward. He was driven by spirit- 
ual forces which were not consciously 
clear to him, but understandable in 
the realm of faith. 


His picture therefore hangs in God’s 
Hall of Fame (the 11th chapter of 
Hebrews): “By faith Abraham. He 


went out, not knowing whither he went. 





He looked for a city which hath foun- 
dations, whose builder and maker is 


God.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS GENESIS 
12:3. 


“And I will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth thee: 
and in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed.” 


Perhaps no verse of Scripture has 
been more misunderstood and tortured 
by sincere students of the Word than 
this one. An utterly false and untenable 
interpretation has taken form in some 
circles, that the reference applies to the 
hybrid Jewish race of the twentieth 
century (whose members are held to- 
gether by the anti-Christ code of the 
Talmud, rather than blood relation- 
ship). 


Tarbell’s Teacher’s Guide correctly 
condemns this notion as “a pompous 
nationalistic note, narrow nationalism” 
and comments that, “Abram had a 
larger outlook, and so did Jesus.” 


The promise in the first part of the 
verse was spoken solely to Abraham. 
The latter part, about the “families of 
the earth” being blessed, referred to 
the fact that the body in which deity 
would be housed for 33 years on this 
planet, was potentially in the loins of 
Abraham. 


There ran from Eden to the Manger 
a blood line, an avenue of heredity, 
from which the Redeemer was born. 
The great drama of the ages, involved 
the repeated attempts of Satan to break 
the royal line and destroy the pros- 
pects promised after man’s fall, that 
the “seed” of a woman would bruise 
the serpent’s head. 


When Cain killed Abel, the line was 
broken, then cemented by the birth of 
Seth. Noah was in the line and miracu- 
lously saved by the ark. His son Shem 
was in the line, also Abraham whose 
wife (Sarai) being barren, conceived 
by a miracle, thereby preserving the 
promise. King Saul tried to kill David 
with a javelin, but failed, and again 
the line was kept intact. 


The line terminated at Bethlehem’s 
Manger and the promise of today’s key 
verse found its counterpart. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
ARE A COVENANT PEOPLE. 


Reference is made in today’s lesson 
to Abraham’s “seed” and the “ever- 
lasting covenant” divinely negotiated. 
This was a prophetic arrangement, an- 
ticipating the coming of the true 
Church into the world, composed of

believers in whose hearts the same 
“seed” would be desposited as that 
which took form in the womb of the 
virgin. 

Christians receive through superna- 
tural regeneration, the life that became 
incarnate at Bethlehem. “Christ in you 
the hope of glory.” 


Paul had this in mind when he said: 
“Now to Abraham and his seed were 
the promises made. He saith not, And 
to seeds, as of many; but as of one, 
And to thy seed, which is Christ.” 
Galatians 3:16. 


Assuming that Arabs and Jews are 
pure Abrahamic racial stock (which is 
not the case) the promise to Abraham 
that “in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed” does not apply to 
them as “seeds.” but to Christ as the 


The “everlasting covenant,” assuring 
everlasting life, is the heritage of in- 
Christed believers without regard to 
physical blood and racial structure.

(THERE ARE people today on hos- 

pital beds, in wheel chairs and 
otherwise physically incapacitated, hop- 
ing and praying for the next wonder 
drug to relieve them of their ailments. 





Some make progress by restricting 
their diets. They learn that certain 
foods consumed over a period of years 
contributed to compounding their mis- 
eries. They come into a knowledge of 
the truth after it is too late. 


Others-are reached in time. They are 
saved by learning the laws that govern 
right eating, drinking and breathing. 
These are God’s laws of creation. I am 
one who learned before it was too late. 


While on a hospital bed some years 
ago, the orderly taking care of the 
room came to my bed and said: “You 
are not sick. Why are you in bed? You 
are too young to become a chronic.” 
He handed me a pamphlet on right eat- 
ing and said: “This is against hospital 
rules, but it contains only the truth.” 

This marked a turning point in my 
life. I have since tried to share the 
knowledge, the simple truth about ob- 
serving God’s laws, with others. 














Those who disobey traffic laws may 
get away with it for a time and avoid 
arrest. But the chronic o€ender will get 
caught sooner or later. In some States, 
infractions result in loss of points, and 
continuous offenses lead to revocation 
of the driver’s license. 


_ Those who disobey nature’s laws 
ignorantly or willfully may expect to 
suffer the consequences. First by acute, 
then chronic ailments. During the 
period when poisons accumulate in 
their systems, they lose points and face 
revocation of life itself. 


Each individual body has its own 
chemical laboratory and no doctor or 
dietician can specify exact and detailed 
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violations of nature’s rules. But there 
are certain broad principles that can be 
taken inte account which, if ignored 
will result in the loss of points. 





Overeating. Most people like “good 
food” and lots of it, especially starches, 
sugars and fats. There are great masses 
of these people who live well, but not 
wisely. 

Wrong Food Combinations. Some 
foods, associated with right foods, meet 
normal bodily requirements. The same 
foods, associated with wrong foods, 
have the opposite effect. Violations pro- 
duce pain, discomfort and indigestion 
resulting in the use of drugs instead of 
correcting the cause. 


Excessive Drinking. Alcoholic drinks,, 


colas and too much milk are harmful. 
These are usually served cold, pleasant 
to the taste, but injurious to digestion. 


Mental Stress. There is an intimate 
connection between body, mind and 
emotions. Stress at mental and emo- 
tional levels can cause upsetting chemi- 
cal reactions. 


A Suggestive Prayers “Oh God, in 
the sacred Scriptures we read that man 
is fearfully and wonderfully made. I 
am sorry for having offended Thee by 
breaking the laws that govern creation.

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WHAT NATURE “AWFERS” 
We live in a wonderful and beautiful 


world of nature — a world which men, 
because of the rebelliousness of the 
human heart, too often misuse and dis- 
tort. 


Let us see what nature has to 
“AWFER” for our physical well-being. 
This is not the correct way to spell 
“OFFER,” but the pronunciation is pat- 
ent and the individual letters suggest 
gifts of God for natural living. The 
world of nature Awfers: 


A (air). Fresh air. Sleep with win- 
dows open. Spend as much time as 
possible in the open sunlight each day. 
Avoid breathing gas fumes in heavy 
traffic, and the same with regard to 
smoke and soot. 


W (water). Clean water. Dig a well 
or put down a pump if necessary to get 
drinking water uncontaminated by in- 
organic chemicals. Consume no water 
poisoned by fluoridation. Distilled 
water can be used to an advantage for 
keeping toxins from building up in the 
system. 


F (food). Natural foods. Eat raw 
leafy vegetables and fresh fruit. Put 
nothing into the stomach cooked in 
aluminum ware. Get organically grown 
foods if possible. Avoid refined, spray- 
ed and other foodless foods robbed of 
natural enzymes, catalysts, vitamins and 
minerals. It is as important to know the 
poisoned foods to reject as the pure 
foods to accept. 


E (exercise). Moderate daily exer- 
cise. A daily dozen will help keep the 
average person physically fit. You do 
not need a lot of contraptions. The 
muscles can be flexed by giving resis- 
tance one to another through simple 
exercises. Waiking in the open air while 
breathing deeply is ideal. 


R (rest). Good rest. There is no sub- 
stitute for right rest habits. Give the 
nerves a chance to relax. The Bible 
says, “Be still,” Psalm 46:10. Because 
we live in a restless, nervous age, it is 
necessary to put up barriers, demand- 
ing periods of retirement from the 
humdrum of confused sounds and 
events around us. 


S (sleep). Sleep well. Normal eating 
and drinking habits are conducive to 
good sleep and make sleeping pills un- 
necessary. The 24-hour day isa trinity 
of 8’s. Eight hours of sleep will put the 
average person in first class condition 
for the duties of the next day. If a 
snack prior to retiring seems necessary, 
take something light.
